Harry Thaw’s attorneys ye^terdtay 
filed their ro.spon»o to the sugg^tion 
of Dlsrtrlct Attorney Jerome that Thtanv 
Is a subject for A cofnml?wion fn luna¬ 
cy. They assert their belief that the 
defendant Is nine, and suppHetrienf their 
own affidavits with those of the med- 
icall experts who Jiave testified In 
Thhw’s behalf. An affidavit from Mrs. 
WIHlattil Thituw! mother of the defend- 
not, Is also strfbmiJtted. The principal 
slat'emetvt is by Mr. Del mas. He at- 
taJhes a score or more of letters and 
notes he has received from Thaw dur¬ 
ing the progress of ‘the 'trial. These 
writings of the defendant, Mr. Del mas 
declares, clearly indicate his grasp of 
the proceedings and have contained 
from t4me to time valuable suggegtloii:^ 
as lo the course of the defense. 


Thirty-nine Congressmen who have 
made a visit of Inspection to the Pan¬ 
ama canul have arrived at Now York 
on board the steamer Panama, from 
Colon. The party left New York on 
their tour of Inspection on March 6 
and arrived at Colon on the 12t.h. They 
spent five days in the canal zone, and 
during that time examined the work.

The decision of the long-pending 
election contests, returned concurrently 
yesterday at Joint session by Chancery 
Judges Shackelford Miller and Samuel 
B. Kirby, declares in favor of all the 
Democratic officeholders, with but three 
minor exceptions, and brings to an end 
so far os the local courts are con¬ 
cerned one of the most remarkable 
pieces of litigation ever heard In Ken¬ 
tucky. In a wonderfully clear and con¬ 
vincing opinion covering 190 pages of 
legal cap the Chancellors go to the root 
of the important questions submitted 
to them and from the great mass of 
testimony and stacks of authorities and 
citations with which they have been 
assailed byvflrst one side and then the 
other during the past sixteen months 
they have carefully winnowed the chaff 
from the wheat and brought forth from 
the Irrelevant and the confusion the 
raal fact s of the case. 

Every contention of the Fusionists 
ty&s allowed Its full weight and credit 
as to fraud, violence and false imper¬ 
sonation of voters so far as a liberal 
const ruction of the law and the authori¬ 
ties would admit, and yet they fall 
short by a decisive number of votes 
of what they asserted was their Just 
due. Under the cold light of reason as 
applied by the court to the record, 
many sensational though flimsy alle¬ 
gations brought by them appear in their 
true form and may be easily recognized 

for what they are worth. 

• • • 

Censure For Democrats. 


Upon conclusion of the opinion tho 
Judges gave expression to the follow¬ 
ing: 

"In conclusion wo will say that the 
methods employe*} In many of the pre¬ 
cincts in this registration and election 
cannot bo too severely condemned. 
They are abhorrent to the spirit of 
our civilization and our form of gov¬ 
ernment, but the defendants are not 
responsible for any of it. If the crimi¬ 
nal laws prove insufficient to cope with 
It and to successfully suppress It, the 
Legislature Bhould pass such additional 
laws as would remedy the defects." 

Tills is only a summing up of 
the terrific blows they struck the 
fraud and misconduct of Demo¬ 
cratic party workers wherever they 
ran across it in the record. How¬ 
ever. while they handle with ungloved 
hands these discreditable situations 
they emphasize the fact that the rec¬ 
ord reveals nothing which can be taken 
as a reproach to the Democratic candi¬ 
dates themselves. They are exoner¬ 
ated from any knowledge of a con¬ 
spiracy to defraud the Republicans at 

the precincts complained of.

Grainger and Pryor Commended.

less arrests in the enrly morning by Of¬ 
ficers Miller and Sexton ora difficult to 
understand." Miller Is later declared tc 
have acted like a crazy man or like a 
person under the Influence of liquor oi 
a drug. 

Considering the question of majori¬ 
ties further and applying the rule* ai 
laid down by the Court of Appeals ol 
Kentucky, which are to the effect that, 
while It is proper to throw out dis¬ 
franchised precincts, but not proper u 
count them for someone else, the opin¬ 
ion calls attention to the fact thal 
Bell’s majority in the nine nullified 
precincts of the Twelfth ward oomoi 
to 1,786. This subtracted from 4.393. hit 
official majority, gives him a majority 
of 2,60$. A further reduction ol 
6*12 votes in the four remain¬ 
ing disfranchised precincts leaves 
him a net majority of 1,960. The i«.m€ 
principle applied In the County^Judge 
race gives Judge Wilson a nci ma¬ 
jority of 1,142.

In om hopes and apprehensions 
alike we shall bo sure always of his 
oonstant sympathy. Lot us hope that 
he may long remain with us, and tlwit 
both countries together whose abiding 
friendship no man can doubt, may with 
his aid be found working side by side 
for the advancement of civllhiLlon and 
Justice, and abov^e all, of the peace of 
tho world."

HENRY WHITE PRESENTS HIS 
LETTERS TO PRESIDENT. 


FALLIERES PROMISES SUPPORT 


Paris, March 23.—Henry White, the 
new Ambassador of the United States 
to France, Inaugurated his mission this 
afternoon under peculiarly propitious 
auspices. President Failieres. in quite 
an unusual speech of welcome, ex¬ 
pressed frankly his gratification over 
the new American Ambassador. 

The ceremony of the presentation 
of Mr. White’s letters was conducted 
with the traditional pomp marking 
such occasions. A squadron of cuiras- 
sers and a troop of cavalry escorted 
the lumboring state coaches, em¬ 
blazoned with the arms of France, in 
which Mr. White and tho embassy 
staff, including Commander John C. 
Fremont, the Amorlcan naval attache, 
and Cupt. William S. Uulgnard, tho 
military attache, were driven from the 
Ambassador’s residence. Tho Cuiras¬ 
siers stretched from curb to curb as 
the procession swept down the broad 
avenue leading to the palace. Upon 
arrival the now Ambassador was re¬ 
ceived wkh full military honors. Ar¬ 
tillery lined the courtyard, a solute 
was given and the band played the 
American national anthem.

President Failieres, with Foreign 
Minister Pichon at his side, and at¬ 
tended by the officers of his civil and 
military households, greeted Mr. White 
and the members of hi© staff in the 
Salon des Ambassadeurs. M. Pichon 
Introduced Mr. White, who was greet¬ 
ed cordially. In presenting his letters 
Mr. White spoke of tils many visits 
to Franco, dating from childhood, his 
love for the country and the peculiar 
pleasures with whch he now resumed 
tho desire of his Government to pre¬ 
serve and strengthen the bonds and 
enduring ties between the two nations 
‘•Franc© and the United States,'’ said 
Mr. White, “representing one in the old 
and the other In the new world, the no¬ 
blest aspirations of man, an deach dedi¬ 
cated to their realization by Its own 
methods, would have failed in their high 
missions and betrayed the trusts they 
assumed had they non always been In¬ 
spired by the same desire to assure 
the peace otf the worid, ameliorate the 
lot of many and elevate the Ideal of 
justice, which animates all men."

It will be a pleasure 
for us to collaborate with ybu con¬ 
stantly for the closer union of France 
and tho United States and for the at¬ 
tainment of that common end which 
you have so happily dened. Be wel¬ 
come among ua" 

Upon the departure otf Mr. White tho 
band again played the American na¬ 
tional anthem and th© party wns es¬ 
corted back to the embassy. 

The principal international questions 
confronting Mr. White, upon assuming 
the post of Ambassador, will be found 
In the growing complications in con¬ 
nection with tho raising otf the French

Decides Now It Has Jurisdiction To 
Determine Question Presented 
By Convict. 


Ex-Senator Burton began hia speech 
by referring to the three indictments 
found against him, and th© two convic¬ 
tion© under them, saying that, wdrlle 
the case was pending, he tried to get 
the Senate to Hnvestlgate the charges 
against him. but it steadily refused to 
do so. and It was about to expel him 
without an investigation, when he re¬ 
signed to avoid expulsion. 

A great wrong, he said, had been done 
not only to him, but u> th© people of 
Kansas as well, and to the people of the 
entire country. “For the greatest of 
all crimes against a people," he said, 
"is where Executors ravish the law In 
the temple otf Justice, as they did In my 
case." 

Mr. Burton said; "I was convicted 
by the press otf bribery and fraud. I 
was convicted by the courts of miBCon- 
struing a statute. I was guilty of noth¬ 
ing. My only offense was that I had 
offended tho head of the 'Political Com¬ 
munity of Interests,’ the President; and 
the most powerful member of the 'Com¬ 
mercial Community of Interests, the 
8 ugar Trust. These, and these alone, 
are the offenses for which I have suf¬ 
fered. I violated^ no^law." 

Hounded For Years. 


Frankfort, Ky.. March 23.—[BpedaL] 
—The Court of Appeals has announced 
a rather interesting ruling in extend¬ 
ing an opinion delivered on February 
1 last by Chief Justice O'Rear In a 
cose of Robert Chaimels, on petition 
and motion for a writ of certiorari. 
Channels was convicted April 14, 1898, 
under on indictment i/n the Franklin 
Circuit Court, charged with house- 
breaking. The indlotmenit also charged 
that he had theretofore been con rioted 
tn the Jefferson Circuit Court an a 
felony charge. The Instruction otf the 
court submitted to the Jury tho ques¬ 
tion otf guill’t and in addition told them 
that Itf they found Channels had pre¬ 
viously been convicted otf <a felony, and 
had thereunder been confined In the 
penitentiary, they should so state in 
their verdict 

The Jury returned a verdict finding 
Channels guilty, and sent him up foe 
ten years, and also found Mm guilty 
und'er th© other test ruction. Upon that 
verdict tho court entered 
against the accused and sentenced him 
to confinement for twenty years, un¬ 
der the showing of Conner conviction. 
The petitioner served out his ten 
ventre, and then asked the writ to the 
higher court here, asking it lo order 
the record of the lower court brought 
before tt. and declared lit void as to 
the additional ten years. His petition 
was filed f by John W. Ray, otf th© local 
bar On firrt hearing th© court hero 
denied the writ, holding that It could 
not Ibsu© the writ otf habeas corpus, 
but that petit toner must apply to some 
officer authorised by statute to Issue 
such writ. „ .....

The* JSqatasrUc delusions and extraor¬ 
dinary dblngs of the luwane are usual¬ 
ly to^tl fo tho rvjxjrts <rf asjlums. for 
xnost persons of unsound mind are un¬ 
der restraint. But there are In this 
city two extremely wealthy lu nail os 
who fire rich enough to keep out of an 
o«yluAi and who are urorastralned In 
thflr indulgence of their crazy desires. 

Tho* “House of the Seven Sleepers,*' 
Is one tho most remarkable resi¬ 
dences on earth. In this house lives 
Cound de Beaumont and the wax 
figures of •his seven dead wives—a 
happy, comen ted household, for tho 
Couivt is an affectionate and devoted 
husband. visiting his various wax 
images in their apartments. chatting 
with them, bringing them presents and 
bestowing upon them evidences of his 
affection Just as he did upon the living 
Wife. 

The; Ctount had tho misfortune to low 
•even wives one after tho other In 
aropid succession. He was a man of a 
nvkmantUc. affectionate and emotional 
nature, and the terrible loss of wives 
preyed on his mind, until it finally be¬ 
came* unbalanced. He Is a very rich 
man. being the owner of great vine¬ 
yards fn tho Gironde, and he .wtround- 
Cd every wife with the greatest care 
»nd luxury. In spite- of this every one 
was snatched away by the hand of 
death In the height of per youth, beauty 
end happiness. *Jot unnaturally every¬ 
body regurdM the poor Count as a 
tflatal husband. 

With tho loss of his seventh wife the 
Count became completely Insane 
through grief and despair. For a time 
be wm* in a dangerous state of 
or olitnc holla, which his friends feared 
was complicated wi/th suicidal mania. 
Then hts ailment underwent a change, 
bis melancholia passed awny and his 
aasumod the happy far-away ex- 
l'Ov-dp!, of a man with a fixed de- 
lUBiOlfc. 

Tlvlg delusion was simply that his 
•even dearly-Served wives were alive 
and living with him. Partly at his own 
•mggasilun and partly with the con¬ 
nivance of his friends, who were 
frfeoiKed to see his malady taking this 
harmless form, seven clay figures were 
provid'd to personify -the dead w4v«s. 
They were admirably constructed, with 
working limbs and Joints and re- 
•enrbttng tihe dead wives In form, com¬ 
plex I <yn and featurw. 

The Count withdrew from the rat¬ 
ion able society of Paris, where he had 
been a great figure, and went to live 
In Biarritz. that colony of eccentrics. 
Xn Biarritz, he built himself a remarka¬ 
ble mansion for the accommodation uf 
bis seven wives.

The Count, dressed with the ut¬ 
most care In his evening clothes, with 
a white waistcoat and a flower In his 
buttonhole, sits at the head of the ta¬ 
ble and ail around him sit the Images 
of Ills departed wives, each wearing an 
evening gown and magnificent Jewel*. 
Thev wear new gowns* nearly every 
evening. A butler and an assistant 
Walt at the table. . ^ 

A friend who was invited to sit at 
tho family dinner table on one occasion 
has given details of what takes place 

^••My dears." said the Count, bowing 
In turn to all the wax figures, "how a<l- 
mirablv well you are ail looking UiU 
erven lng—<ah, Lucette, how; red your 
cheeks are: been driving, eh? 

The Count addresses each of his 
wives by name. "Celeste, my love, he 
will say. "may I help you to a lit le ct 
that Ohabils? You remember that is 
the same wine that pleaded you so 
much, during our honeymoon. The 
Count Imagines that Celeste nodules:**, 
and the butler, who Is really an ex¬ 
perienced keeper, fills her glass. A M- 
tie later the Count will bo saying.

It 
Is reallv delicious." 

Toward the end of dinner the Count 
usually grows sentimental with one or 
more of hie wives.

Mr. Roosevelt would dearly love to 
see Mr. Root, the Individual lord of 
the Cabinet and of the Administration, 
succeed to the Chief Magistracy of the 
nation. In the hope of convincing the 
American people how the professional 
nature of his groat Secretary of State 
dominates all other rides of him. as 
well ns In the knowledge that Mr. Root, 
of all the President's official family, can 
best pro sent the case of the Administra¬ 
tion (see Bellamy Storer correspond¬ 
ence), Mr. Roosevelt sends Mr. Root on 
every possible occasion to be his 
spokeeman before the public and to ad¬ 
vocate, elucidate and enforce the Roose¬ 
velt programme of national perform¬ 
ance. Yet the American people, as re¬ 
gretfully realise In White House cir¬ 
cles, have been unable to contemplate 
Mr. Root In any suoh light. They re¬ 
ceive him with something of the wel¬ 
come they would extend to an advonoe 
of the smallpox. Undoubtedly this Is 
the narrow view; possibly it is unfair; 
but it Is the result of deep-rooted sen¬ 
timent. And on the question of senti¬ 
ment the Anglo-Saxon race hits ever 
been Inexorable.

"No, I do not expect to see the Pres¬ 
ident. 1 am on my way to my place at 
Oak Ridge. Va., for rent. Besides, 
there Is nothing more that I can do af¬ 
fecting the problems now confronting 
the President. 

’’You mean the railroad problems?” 

”Yes, I mean the railroad situation. 
The reallroads are really owned by the 
people and not by Wall street brokers.

In tlve application of this statute to 
©lection contest*, our Court of Appeals 
has followed th© strict rule so repeatedly 
announced by th© cx>urt*. 

In Comb© v*. Bvorsule, 114 Ky.. 226, the 
summon* wo* serve*] upon tbo defendant 
on November 20, 1901. The statute re¬ 
quired tih© answer to be filed within twen¬ 
ty days after service of summons. Th© 
answer was filed on December 10. 1901. and 
th© coi^rt struck It from the files because 
It hnd not been filed within twenty days 
after th© summons. 

In Bank* vs. Sergent, 104 Ky.. 843, 5IS, 
the court said: 

After rbe board of contest htul as¬ 
sembled and were sworn, tho appellant 
offered to file additional grounds of con¬ 
test, and the board refused to permit 
same to b© filed, or to oonsider them, 
became© tlvey wore not within the notices 
given wltliln the ten days allowed by law 
This action Is assigned by appellant as 
error, os the amendment wa» again of¬ 
fered In tlve Circuit Court with & like re¬ 
sult. th© court refusing to permit same 
to b© filed. This question has been passed 
on by this court at this term in the con¬ 
tested election case of Anderson v®. 
Likens. In thert case It was expressly 
held that, after the limit fixed by law 
for giving notice of contest, an amend¬ 
ment or additional ground of contest 
could not be filed. To that opinion wo 
adhore.** 

In Bailey vs. Hurst. 113 Ky., 699. 708, 
tb© court used this langmig**: 

“It will b© observed that Hurst. In ills 
petition, did not charge that votes hid 
been counted for Bailey w’hlch ought to 
have been counted for 1dm, except in 
precinct No. 3. where it wus charged the 
votes that were Otttft for Hurst had been 
counted for Bailey, and In this precinct 
Hurst only gotnad seven vote* on the re¬ 
count.

First, dttd the court err In refusing to 
review tive returns of th© election of¬ 
ficer* of Buffalo precinct; second, was it 
error to receive as evidence, and allow 
tlve eighty-five <*wvuwted ballot* to over¬ 
come th© certificate of th© ejection of¬ 
ficers of Cow Creek precinct? I \ 

Th© undisputed testimony Is that the 
election offlot*ra In Buffalo precinct W'e4-© 
drunk; that a d^>»m or more persons 
were In the polling place while tn© can¬ 
vas* of th© vote was bdng mud©; Unit 
from 69 to 70 per cent of th© ballots ust-d 
at that election were voted ln public. 
Th© evidence discloses deplorable con¬ 
duct at that voting place, where the mo?t 
flagrant violations of th© law continued 
throughout the day. 

Th© appellant did not allege that the 
officers were drunk, or that th© ©lectors 
voted openly, or for whom those who 
voted openly cast their votes. It Is true 
th ©Vote* so cast, unless th© voters flrpt 
made otah of their Inability by reason ef 
Infirmity to caat their x’ote*. were illegal, 
and if appellant had aUeged and proved 
that theae vote* were cast for app**U©e, 
then the number so cast for him would 
have been deducted from hi* total vote: 
but, as ©aid before, tblB w’as not alleged 
or proved in fact, bo far as this record 
show*. These votes may have been cast 
for the appellant. The election law of 
1990 (Section 1.596a, Kentucky Statute*) 
provide# for filing. In case of a contest for 
a county office, a petition in which the 
grounds relied upon shall l>© stated, and 
none other shall aftcrw’ard be relied upon, 
and th© answer of tho contestee shall b© 
filed within a specified time. In which he 
may 8 Iso set up grounds of contest 
against the contestant. In which event 
they must be specifically pointed out. and 
none thereafter relied upon. 

The only grounds specifically pointed 
out In appellant’s answer, with reference 
to Buffalo Preoinoi, were that the officers 
ln making th© count of the vote*, only 
gave him thirty-five vote*, when they 
should have given him seventy-six votes, 
and gave appellee ninety-one votes, when 
he was only entitled to fifty votes; nnd 
after the count was made all the ballots 
were destroyed.

Before taking up tho lesrttmony in de¬ 
tail, it may not be out of place to con¬ 
sider what rules lhe Court of Appeals 
has laid down concerning Irregularities 
practiced at an election and wliat will 
constitute a sufficient ground to throw 
out a precinct for that or other reasons. 

In Motley vs. Wilson. 28 Ky. Law Rep.. 
1.0U. LOU, tho court *ays: 

”Th© main ground for setting aside the 
©lection la tn© discrepancy In Precinct 
twenty between the ballot* voted and the 
number of registered voter* ln the pre¬ 
cinct after deducting those who weru 
shown not to have voted. We think the 
number of ballots taken from th© book 
pretty well accounted for. If ft be true 
that all th© witnesses who testified it* to 
not voting at the election ore correct in 
their recollection, it is evident that more 
ballots were found in the box than were 
In fact cast by the true voters who were 
registered and entitled to vote. But It 
doe* not follow from this that the whole 
©lection should be set aside. There seems 
to have been an entire agreement between 
th© election officers as to who wo* ei> 
titled to vote, aikl as to the placing of 
th© ballols in the box and the counting 
of the votes. If there was a fraud in 
the ©lection to tne extent of the excess 
of baSAots used over the number of reg¬ 
istered voters. It cannot be determined 
from the record that appellee was solely 
the beneficiary ot the fraud; or that he 
was a beneficiary to such an extent iu? to 
vitiate the result. It was a very hotly 
contested election, nnd there was. per¬ 
haps. fraud on both sides to some ex¬ 
tent; there nearly always ls In hotly con¬ 
tested election*. If all ©lections were set 
aside where there were evidences of some 
fraud few would stand It may be that 
some of the persons stricken off by th© 
County Judge wore allowed to vote, or 
that some votes were repeated or were 
given by persons impersonating other* 
who tolled to vote, or that some person* 
who testified to not voting at the d©ction 
were mistaken in their recollection, and 
for all that appears the result might have 
been the same had there tK*en no fraud in 
this precinct. The ©lection officers who 
represents both parties, a* w©U as the 
chall*?nger* of both parties, were present, 
and It ls hard to conceive that ballot* 
could have been put In the box that were 
not voted without some of them perceiv¬ 
ing It. • • • There arc usually lmisru- 
larities in all elections, and. ns a general 
rule, the misconduct of th© election offi¬ 
cers will not vitiate an election fifties* it 
Is shown that the result was thereby af¬ 
fected. The true poUcv of the Jaw Is to 
sustain elections, and tnev will not be set 
aside on the ground of fraud unless th© 
facts are such as to definitely show' that 
there has been such fraud In the conduct 
of the election that neither candidate can. 
be adjudged to have been fairly elected. 
To set aside an ©lection Is to deprive all 
the voters who voted at that election of 
their ballots, nnd It I* to deprive th© per¬ 
son who l* successful at an election of 
the office which he won. The result, there¬ 
fore, of the election should not be lightly 
f^*t aside. Appellant does not show that 
the result or the election was affected; 
he merely shows that fit might have been 
affected. He dr>©8 not show' that fraud 
was practiced against him He only shows 
that it might have been practiced. There 
Is nothing In the record to connect th© 
appellant in any way with tho fraud, or 
alleged fraud. A man should not b© de¬ 
prived of the office to Which he hac been 
elected by the fraud of third persons w-:th 
which he l» In tvo way connected, unless 
th© fraud affected the result. • * •

the consequence of the failure on the part 
of the election officers to perform their 
duties according to the letter of the stat¬ 
ute. w here such failure ha* not prevented 
a fair election. The Justice of this rule ls 
apparent, and It may be said to be the 
underlying principle to be applied in de¬ 
termining thl* question. Th© require¬ 
ments of the law upon the elector aro in 
the interest of pure ©lections, and should 
be compiled with, at least In substance, 
but to disfranchise the voters because 
of th© mi*tako or omission of election of¬ 
ficers would be to put him entirely at th^ 
mercy of political manipulators. The per¬ 
formance by the election officers of the 
duties imposed upon them can be rea¬ 
sonably well secured by providing a pen¬ 
alty for failure so to do. • • •

1900, is a* follows: 'In case it 
shall appear from an Inspection of the 
wind© record th«»re has been such fraud, 
intimidation, bribery or violence In the 
conduct of the election that neither con¬ 
testant nor contestee cap be adjudged to 
have been fairly elected, tho Circuit 
Court, subject to revision by appeal to 
the Court of Appeal*, may adjudge that 
there has been no election. In such 
event the office shall be deemed vacant, 
with the siim© legal effect ns If the per¬ 
son elected had refused to qualify.’ It be¬ 
come* important, in view of the forego¬ 
ing. to determine whether the action of 
the County Court Clerk was fraudulent. 

It Is claimed, o« ha* t»een stated, that he 
relied upon the Instructions of the then 
Attorney General of the State In the in¬ 
terpreting of Southall v*. Griffith. 100 Ky.. 

91 That the opinion wa* susceptible of 
such construction by the clerk seems to 
be evident enough. This fact, coupled 
with the Instructions of the Attorney 
General, would s©©m to Indicate that the 
clork did not act from a corrupt or fraud¬ 
ulent motive; and therefore, under the 
statute above quoted, wre cannot hold 
that the election was void. Rut for the 
opinion above, and the doubt attending Its 
proper construction, the others facts In 
th© record would have been sufficient to 
have Justified a contrary conclusion. 

However, the official Is entitled to the 
benefit of the prae=umptlr.n thnt he acted 
honestly, and with the intent to discharge 
his duties within the Intent of the law. 

That the omission of the name of appel¬ 
lant from the ballot did affect the result 
of th© election ls a matter that seems to 
be susceptible of reasonably clear dem- i 
onstmtlon. Rut this Is not enough. It 
must also be made to appear that the | 
cause of this result was a fraud. Intim¬ 
idation. bribery or violence In the con¬ 
duct of the election,’ In the language of j 
the statute. 

Falling to find sufficient evidence of the | 
latter conditions, the Judgment of the 
iow’er court must he affirmed.”

Mandatory Or Directory. 

ln Napier vs. Cornett, Twenty-fourth 
Kentucky Law Reporter. f*79. Judge Du 
Belle ls quoted ln construing the nul- i 
llfying clause of tho statute.

VI. 

No Jurisdiction of Offenses. 

It Is hardly necessary for us to say, in 
view’ of the explicit ana repeated language 
of the Court of Appeals and the general 
rule deduced from the cases by Judge 
Cooley, above quoted, that we nave no 
Jurisdiction to punish election offenses. A 
great deal of time has been consumed In 
these cases, devoted primarily to the 
misconduct of persons; and. secondarily, 
as to Its effect upon the result of the 
election. 

In Combs vs. Evermle. 114 Ky., 222, 230. 
Jmkrc O'Rear said: 

"The policy of this court has been to 
overlook misfeasance of flection officers 
in the conduct of elections. In giving ef¬ 
fect to the will of the voters where it can 
fairly be gathered from the retumB. leav¬ 
ing the question of punishment to the 
criminal Jurisdictions." 

And, In Napier vs. Cornett. 24 Ky. 1*. R.. 
D71». Judge Du Relle. In dtsmlslsng the con¬ 
tests, disposed of the complaints against 
the election officers in the following lan¬ 
guage; 

"The election officers who were guilty 
of willful violations of the law. especially 
In Lost Creek and Carr's Fork precincts, 
undoubtedly ought to be punished under 
the previsions of the election law; and 
this would no doubt conduce greatly to 
the propriety and fairness of future elec¬ 
tions. After a full consideration of tho 
testimony, wo aro of opinion that tho 
contestant has fnlled to make out his 
case.*' 

In the consideration of this case we will 
follow* the injunction there laid down and 
confine our consideration to the acts of 
election officers, voters and persons at tho 
election, not with the view of punishing 
them (a question which Is entirely foreign 
to our duties), but to the more pertinent 
consideration as to what the effect of 
those acts was upon the result of the 
election. Wo are culled upon to try these 
election contests; not persons engaged In 
them. If their acts did not affect the re¬ 
sult. It canont be pertinent to this case, 
however flagrant they may have been, 
and however much we rnay condemn 
them. If they did affect tho result of the 
election, our duty is to give full weight 
to all such acts In so far as they bear 
upon the election, and that we shall at¬ 
tempt to do. leaving to the criminal 
branch of this court to deal with the 
persons of the offenders. 

VII. 

Decisions In Legislative Contests Not 
Conclusive. 

It Is urged by defendants in argument 
that the decisions by the two hours of 
the General Assembly In the contest coses 
before them which grew out of this some 
election, are highly persuasive. If not con¬ 
clusive in so for as those bodies passed 
upon thef precincts Involved In these ac¬ 
tions. That the action of the General 
Assembly cannot be conclusive here is ap- 

E nt fhr two reason*; first, that action 
not Ixjen ploadvd as res Judicata; ami, 
ndly. It could not successfully have 
been bj pleaded, for the reason that these 
suit* are between iwirtles entirely dlf- 
rorent from the parties in these contests 
ana the subject matter of the cases are 
oitTerent Those decisions are per.*ruosive, 
tiowov-.r, In so far ns they apply gwo- 
graphlcally. and to the legal questions 
decided there and In contest here, as any 
™ber decision of a highly respectable 
body. In so treating them, how’ever, ll 
s to be borne in mind that wo do not 
know what evidence they had before 
them, and that we ore to be controlled 
by the evidence before us, which mav be 
entirely or substantially different from 
that presented to the General Assembly. 
Vlll. 

The Burden of Proof. 
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No rule of law* is better established 
than that which places the burden upon 
everv plaintiff to prove his case as alUeged 
In nis petition, or be dismissed In oast* he 
falls to do so. This rule Is particularly 
applicable to election contests where It 
api*ars that Illegal votes have been

lawful means, and these charges will oe 
now considered. 

Plaintiff* allege: 

"Prior to the said general registration 
of October. -905. certain of the political 
friends, associates and supporters of Paul 
C. Barth, who was the Democratic can¬ 
didate for Mayor, and of other candidates 
on the Democratic ticket, and certain per¬ 
sons participating in the management of 
their candidacy, and others who were 
then public officeholders in sold city, and 
others who expected or desired to be such 
In the event of said Barth’s election, and 
Democratic election officers, policemen 
and firemen, conspired among themselves 
and with other confederates (for brevity 
hereinafter called the conspirators) whose, 
names are unkonwn to the plaintiff, to 
prervent a free and equal election on No¬ 
vember 7. 1906. and to procure the ap¬ 
parent and pretended election of the can¬ 
didates on the Democratic ticket, regard¬ 
less of Whether they might or might not 
rooeive a majority of the legal votes cast 
In the sold city and county ifor the re¬ 
spective offices for which they were can¬ 
didates; and the said conspirators con¬ 
spired to procure such election by means 
of fraud. Intimidation, bribery and vio¬ 
lence." 

Continuing the petition charges partic¬ 
ularly. Charles F. Grainger, the Mayor 
J u< 5 tf e °f tbe Criminal 
division of the Jefferson Circuit Court, 
the members of the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty, the Chief of the Fire Department, and 
the firemen and policemen in the employ 
of the city a* actively participating mem's 
bers of the conspiracy. 

It Is alleged as a result of this con¬ 
spiracy ‘’Great numbers of persons to- 
wit. not less than 4,(ipo. who, if they had 
registered, would have voted for plaint¬ 
iff and the other Republican candidates, 
were, some by bribery and some by In¬ 
timidation. Induced not to register, and 
were thus fraudulently and wrongfully 
prevented from voting for plaintiff ’* 

In addition to this, and among other 
things, it Is alleged that the conspirators 
caused a large number of persons to reg¬ 
ister illegally: 

"In this way * great number, to-wit. 
not * c,ss than 6.000 names were wrong¬ 
fully and fraudulently procured by said 
conspirators, to be placed, and wore In 
Hot placed on the registration books of 
the said city as the names of persons 
entitled to vote therein on November 7 . 
h*>5, whereas such persons were not, and 
none of them were, entitled to register 
or to vote." 

To this alleged conspiracy Is attributed 
nil the violence, fraud and wrong doing 
of xvhich plaintiffs complain. Tho Mayor 
is charged with being Insincere in h!s 
proclamation of November 4, and the Cir¬ 
cuit Judge Is in effect accused of duplic¬ 
ity in his speclai charge to the grand Jury 
of November 6 . 

There is nothing in the record tending 
to support the charge against Mr. Grain¬ 
ger; and under oath he has denied all 
knowledge of any form of conspiracy. 
After quoting Judge Pryor's charge to 
the grand Jury, the opinion says: 

These instructions to the grand Juries 
of October and November, together with 
the powerful appeal to the December 
grand Jury upon the subject of election 
offenses, copies of which are In this rec¬ 
ord. sufficiently attest the attitude of 
tho Judge toward the matters com¬ 
plained of in the petition. We are of 
opinion that the Judge of the Criminal 
Division in doing what he did. not onlv 
wus not engaged in the alleged conspir¬ 
acy. but on the ‘contrary did only Ills 
whole duty In the premises. 

The depositions of perhaps a hundred 
persons, embracing tho various political 
officers of the city and county, tne can¬ 
didates for office, the members of the 
Campaign Committee, and many of their 
subordinates in the work of the cam¬ 
paign have been taken, nnd In every In¬ 
stance. they have, under oath, denied 
any knowledge whatever of any conspir¬ 
acy such as charged In the petition, and 
disclaimed any* knowledge of any con¬ 
templated wrongdoing. 

As an incident und result of the al¬ 
leged conspiracy, William J. Semonln, 
County Clerk. Is charged with wilful 
neglect of duty. The opinion quotes the 
allegations of the plaintiffs, the answer 
of the defendants and an admission to 
the reply of the plaintiffs. The opinion 
says: 

The sincerity and good fatth of the 
defendant. Semonin. Is shown by the 
fact that before he received the legal 
advice from Mr. Helm and Mr. Baird. 
In. had printed and delivered a new book 
of ballots for the Thirty-sixth precinct 
of the Twelfth ward. which precinct 
was overwhelmingly Republican. re¬ 
turning a majority for the Republican 
candidates of more than 100 . and this 
political complexion of the precinct 
must have been known to Semoniil. as 
he had resided and voted in that pre¬ 
cinct for u number of years. IVe find 
that Semonln's contention as to the In¬ 
cident Is fully sustained by the evi¬ 
dence and that he neither knew of nor 
took part In any conspiracy. On the 
contrary, be did every thing within his 
power to pioperly and fairly perform his 
duty as an officer and as 4* good citizen. 

The men who were In cliarge of the 
campaign for the Democratic party are 
men of Intelligence, and good, common 
sense, and It Is difficult to believe that 
they or any of them would sanction such 
brutal violence and such senseless and 
unnecessary frauds as were committed 
by some few of the policemen and pre¬ 
cinct officers and workers. The assault 
upon Arthur Allen by officer McAuliffe 
and the assault upon Volney Bryan by 
unknown persons, and the other violent 
demonstrations during the days of regis¬ 
tration were as calamitous to the defend¬ 
ants’ political interests as any ardent Re- 

£ ubllcan might have hoped for. If Officer 
IcAuliffe had been a Republican, he could 
not have rendered the plaintiffs a greater 
sendee than by clubbing this defenseless 
young citizen, w hose declared-purpose at 
the polls was to prevent Illegal registra¬ 
tion. Can anyone accredit high Intelli¬ 
gence to the mind t?hlch conceived and 
executed tho spectacular highway rob¬ 
bery of the polls on Bergman street, 
known ne tne Thirty-eighth precinct or 
the Third ward? A Republican majority 
from that prerinot, however large, couid 
not hurt defendants as much as the meth¬ 
ods employed in disfranchising the voters 
nnd suppressing the vote. 

Turning to the precincts where the polls 
were removed without the consent of the 
Republican election officers, nnd the ballot 
boxes stuffed, and alphabetical voting 
practiced, can It be said that men of ordi¬ 
nary intelligence in charge of defendants' 
campaign authorized or sanctioned such 
flagrant, stupid and apparently unneces¬ 
sary violation of the law? We say "ap¬ 
parently unnecessary" because the regis¬ 
tration of all of these precincts shgws a- 
Democratic majority of 1,015 over the Re¬ 
publicans, and a majority of 402 over the 
combined registered vote of Republicans 
and Independents.

"Taking the sworn statements of the 
witnesses that there was no conspiracy, 
and considering therewith the facts shove 
mentioned, and the further fact that the 
methods employed in the different pre¬

• with this end in view’, tho pensons who 
had formed such conspiracy Inaugurated 
and pursued a constant, syatemaUc and 
unlawful campaign of abuse and villiflca- 
tion, directed against every public officer 
of the city of Louisville and county of 
Jefferson. • • • Such campaign was lmar¬ 
tially carried out by means of newspaper 
articles and public speeches, the tenor of 
which was dvnnnriatlon and slander of 
said officers and their supporters, etc." 

It is charged that "this plan of said 
conspirators w’as deliberately and sys¬ 
tematically organized and carried on, for 
the purpose, and with the Intent of in¬ 
citing riot aw bloodshed and trouble; for 
the purpose \of Intimidating Democratic 
workers: for the purpose of frightening 
such citizens as might be timid, in order 
that they would stay away from tho 
;?olls; for the purpose of Inciting to vlo- 
enee the men who were so denounced, in 
order that they. In heat of passion, might 
be driven to violate the law, and thus 
create public sentiment against them¬ 
selves, and for the purpose of creating 
such a state of affairs in the city of 
Doulsville and the county of Jefferson as 
would give grounds for saying that the 
election should he nullified." 

It Is alleged "that pursuant to add con¬ 
spiracy, those who hud undertaken the 
carrying out of the same, made a secret 
and shameless bargain with certain per¬ 
sons composing the governing authority 
of the Prohibition party under the terms 
of which the said conspirators were to be 
permitted to name cltalleiigers ami in¬ 
spectors for said Prohibition party In 
each of the precincts of the city Louis¬ 
ville and Jefferson county in order that 
such lK)gus challengers and inspectors, 
while hiding under the cloak of tne Pro¬ 
hibition party might In reality aid and 
assist in the carrying out of every aim 
and purpose of add conspiracy, whose 
representatives they would in reality be. 
He state* and charges that the considera¬ 
tion for said unlawful bargain was money 
and that It was paid by the raid con¬ 
spirators to tho©© who represen test the 
Prohibition party and who acted there¬ 
for." The alleged conspirators are charged 
with requiring the Federal employes to 
contribute to the campaign fund; with 
the purchasing of a large number of 
heavy clubs or bludgeons, with which 
they armed thrir men for the purpure of 
attending the polls; with renting rooms 
In the various parts of the city, wherein 
arnvd men were kept during the day 
ready to answer any call from th© neigh¬ 
boring precincts, and that these men were 
at times summarily taken in automobiles 
to some of the polling places for the pur¬ 
pose of inciting trouble, taking possession 
of the noils and carrying the election. In 
conclusion it is alleged "that by naaou 
of the conduct of the conspirators, the 
defendants were deprived of many more 
votes than were the plaintiffs by any act 
of violent* or wrong, which might have 
been committed by any Democrat." 

These charge* are all denied by plaintiffs 
in their reply, but they admit in the tes¬ 
timony th#* procuring of several hundred 
name*, which the witnesses say were in¬ 
tended only for the self-protection of 
their workers, and their witnesses adm t 
soliciting campaign funds from Federal 
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wnployes. It appears in the evidence that 
tihey d'W have rooms rented in various 
parts of the city, aa subheadquarters, 
wherein thedr workers and sympathizers 
congregated during tho night before and 
the day of the election. 

It also appears in this record that the 
Plaintiffs did agree with the agents of the 
Prohibition party whereby they, the plain¬ 
tiffs. were to name the challengers and 
inspectors for the Prohibition party. The 
money, about 8100. which was paid to the 
ager.t of tho Prohibition party, is claimed 
to have been paid to defray his personal 
expenses, while hr wa* hero in the city 
attending to h4s political duties. 

CoeUitkxRs and combinations are nat¬ 
ural and common Incidents of political 
campaigns. We have frequently heard of 
combinations of the Republicans and 
Populists, of Democrats and Populists, and 
such combinations cannot be considered 
conspiracies, but. until tthsii time, no such 
combination ever sought, so far as we are 
advised, to have two challengers and In¬ 
spectors to one of their opponent*.

that 251 probably did not have a right to

For Whom Voted. 


Taking the view most favorable 
to contestants, we have been re¬ 
ferred to no authority, and know 
of none which holds that an exclu¬ 
sion of less than 9 per cent, of the 
electorate Is such a substantial ex¬ 
clusion as will render the election 
void upon the ground that it Is not 
free and equal. 


Kentucky has followed the gen¬ 
eral rule of excluding the Irregular 
precincts and permitting tbe elec- 
tlon to be determined by those re- 
mainlng precincts In which a valid 
4- election has been held. 


The plaintiffs have contested 165 of the 
134 city precincts, and two of tho thirty- 
two precincts In the county. This leave* 
only nineteen precincts In the city which 
are uncontested. 

The two contested county precinct* are 
"Oakdale' 1 ; and "Schardein's." They need 
no special consideration, and wore Ignored 


by counsel on either side. In the argu¬ 
ment. Schardein’s Is controlled by tlv 
law applied to the "Old Pauper" precinct 
In the city, while the evidence relating 
to Oakdale Is not sufficiently specific to 
authorize a change in the vote as re¬ 
turned. 

In these 165 precincts the original peti¬ 
tion and schedule alleged that there had 
been 5.840 Illegal votes cast. When re¬ 
quired to specify und name the alleged 
Illegal voters, the amended petition re¬ 
duced this number to 3.905. Of this 3,905 
specified alleged Illegal voters, proof has j 
been offered a* to only 524 of them who j 
voted; no proof whatever ha* been off*>r«*d I 
concerning the right of the remaining 
3,381 persons to vote. Of the K4 persons 
who voted, and whose right to vote ha* 
been attacked, the evidence tvnda tv show 


It Is not shown or attempted to be 
shown for whom any of these 251 persons 
voted. The evidence in most Instances, 
only tends to show that they were not 
residents of the places from which they 
voted, and In a few cases It shows that 
real voters had been Impersonated. And 
where It Is shown that the person who 
voted did not live at the place from which 
h© voted. It has not been shown that he 
did not live at some other ptace In the 
precinct. Furthermore, it would seem to 
be a plain proposition that It would not 
be sufficient for the plaintiff to show that 
persons had voted Illegally; for It that 
were sufficient, few close elections could 
stand. All that would be necessary tor 
the losing candidate to do would be to 
show that a sufficient number of persons 
had voted Illegally, and then deduct them 
from his opponent's vote, although they 
may have voted/for the defeated candi¬ 
date. 

In Paine’s "Law of Elections," 8 ectlon 
512, the fallowing rule is deducted from 
tho decisions upon this subject: 

"Where illegal votes have been cast the 
true rule Is to purge the poll, by first 
proving for whom they were cast, and 
thus ascertain th.* real vote; but, if this 
cannot l>e don*\ then to exclude the po^ 
u!t"g©ther. This Is wifer than the rule 
which arbitrarily apportions the fraud 
among the parties. But In a c<mt©Kt for 
a exit in tho forty-fifth Congress, tho 
Committee of Elfctlons saM: 'In pmrging 
th© polls of illegal votes, the general rule 
Is that, unless it Is shown for which can¬ 
didate they were cost, they ore to bo de¬ 
ducted from the whole vote of the elec¬ 
tion division, and not from the candidates 
having the highest number. Of course, in 
the application of this rule, such lllegel 
votes would be deducted, proportionately, 
from both candidates, according to the 
entire vote returned for each." 

It may be considered as settled law that 
It Is permissible to prove how an lUegnl 
voter voted, and that to do so Is not a 
violation of the secret ballot law.

Mere noise, confusion or 
threats will not suffice. (State vs. Cal¬ 
vert.

It Is not contended that anj-one of 
ithtrty-etgha odd men were not emitted to 
vote ut tike procLnov On the contrary, 
counsel for plaintiffs frankly concede 
llitdr rite to vole, they only complain of 
the way Vn wlrteh they voted—*beflng al¬ 
lowed to vote ahead of other i*T»p> who 
were tlvore first, and the manner of mark¬ 
ing the vote In the booth. If the pre¬ 
cedence given to these old men prevented 
nay tnUbfrtiiinttal number of persons frxmi 
voting, tihure might be some merit In 
the contention. It does not appear, how¬ 
ever. thl&t anyone was deprived of hia 
vole by reason of this pnevedemoe, or for 
any reason, it is »h*:rwn that ptWitoly as 
many us twenty-five people went away, 
and that at a pari— possibly all of 

them—returned later in tho day and 
voted. The old men had all voted by 9:S> 
o'etock: find, according to the rule of 
precedence, some of ttem laid the right 
to vote ahead of tho**© who appeared In 
the Un© after the old n>*n had arrived. 
Not a single voter has testified that he 
was deprived of Ids nlgl* to vote, or that 
•he was in any way deprived of ills right 
to vote. This should be conclusive of this 
quest Ion.

E rooeod uptll r.rp.rly 12 o'clock, and that 
y reason thereof "when the jm>IIr closed 
at 4 o'clock there were about 100 voters 
in line waiting to vote." and that after 
the voting began the sheriff of election 
discriminated Tn favor of the Democratic 
candidates in calling the voters In and 
used profane nnd abusive languge. 1 here 
are a number of other charges and com¬ 
plaints. but no proof has been offered to 
sustain them.

The 
offset of delay In opening a poll Is to be 
governed altogether hv the circumstances, 
and no fixed or set rule can be laid down 
It to better to lay no rule down further 


than to say a delay In opening the polls 
should be considered by the court In the 
light of all tho attending circumstances. 
The court cannot hesitate under the cir¬ 
cumstances of this case to say that the 
delay, such as shown hem, cannot be ex¬ 
cused. The voters w'ho were actually dis¬ 
franchised were those who offered to 
vote and were not permitted to do so. 

The only way tho court Ixu* to est imate* 
llv^lr number Js to consider those who 
sIpvtM themselves as wishing to exer¬ 
cise the fronohdue; that to. those who re¬ 
mained at the voting place ju» long ft» 
there was any poesdbte chance of their 
being called tovorte. It cannot be ixild 
that the men who did mat attend the pre -1 
otoct for the purpose of voting were In- | 
Jured or afftwted, or that the party who 1 
•hoped for tlieir vote was affected by rea¬ 
son of their nonatteiKtonee. If the polls 
had opened and remained opm the en¬ 
tire time provided by the statute, those 
who refrained from attending the polls 
would not lmvc been dtoframcihiard. They 
would simply have failed to exerrelwe their 
rigid. It seems, therefore, tho duty of 
the court to allow the returns from this 
precinct to stand, and to treat the voters 
wlvo were refused the right to vote, by 
r*.u*m of tho short tkno tho polls were 
open as actually disfnumdhlsed, the num¬ 
ber to tie added to all such other per¬ 
sons as may have been dtofrsuiohteed, nnd 
given their proper weight as affecting t!*> 
whole election.

Twelfth Ward, Twenty-fifth Precinct. 


During tho polling of the vote the olec- 
tkm wras qulert and fair at this precinct, 
but acme t wo hours after the poles closed 
and the count of tho ballots wn» finished 
a d 1 fturtnance ocxnirred, which resulted 
In the ;urr»*st of one of the officers of 
election and the taking of the baitots and 
t/he UlJU t box from the election officers 
by the police officers. The boltot bax wig 
delivered lo the County Clerk, and con¬ 
tained the ballots, tiie stub ami returns, 
tto- latter .dgxud only by t.he Democratic 
election ofTh'en*. The integrity of the bal¬ 
lots as well us the returns is challenged 
bv t)he pl^Tin tiffs, The rot urns show 2 GC 
votes for the I>emoenit1c <t*ndfidateo and 
15 for the Republican candttwtea. The 
ballots will be considered loiter. 

The taking of the ballot box by tho 
policemen In the petrol wagon to a far 
more serious matter. To take a ballot 
box and ballots away from the election 
*-moors to a gross and flagrant violation of 
tho law. and ft to difficult to Imagine a 
state of cose which would Justify It. 

The proof and the circumstances wtu*- 
rant the belief that 100 of the straight 
Republican ballots were, at some time aft¬ 
er the ballot box left the polls, stamped 
again In the square opposite the nAme 
or the Democratic candidate for Mayor, 
thus transferring to him from hia op¬ 
ponent 100 votes. This was a clumsy and 
silly attempt to defraud. 

Tne question presented la, Shall the vote 
of this precinct Ignored nnd the vot¬ 
ers be d tof ranch toed, or shall the court 
frustrate the attempt at fraud and give 
the ballots to the candidate* In exact ac¬ 
cordance with the definitely expressed will 
of the voters? 

It has l>een well said by the Court of 
Appeals that the ballots are the best evi¬ 
dence when free from any opportunity 
to designing persons to tamper with them, 
but thnt they tone their value as evidence 
when exposed to the chance of manipula¬ 
tion or alteration. But. when ballots nave 
been manipulated In such a clumsy man¬ 
ner as these are. when they show upon 
their face that they are the original bal¬ 
lots tallying In number with the sworn 
testimony or witnesses and with the stub 
t*»ok. and. moreover, wtuen rhey eoatra- 
dlct the false and fraudulent returns, en¬ 
abling the court to put Us finger upon the 
fraud, have they no verity? 

The returns show yc votes for defen<F 
ants nnd 15 tor plaintiffs The ballots 
themselves contradict the returns showing 
] 0 S vote** for defendants and U7 for plain¬ 
tiffs. except in the race for Mayor, where 
defendant In that cose was given 302 votes 
because 100 straight Republican ballots 
are also stenciled opposite hie name. If 
these are not the original ballots falsely 


The polls of the Twenty-fifth precinct 
of the Twelfth ward wore located on 
Griffith avenue, near Twenty-second 
street. 

The election was held regularly by the 
proper oocffisr appointed by the Election 
Commissioners. Lee Hopewell was the 
Republican judge, James Rider the Dem¬ 
ocratic Judge, Patton the Democratic 
sheriff and John \V. Hopewell the Repub¬ 
lican clerk. Nothing unusual occurred 
during tho. day. Tne original petition 
alleges, however, that after the polls had 
closed, and while the officers were count¬ 
ing the votes, the polite and a crowd, of 
fifteen or twenty men rushed into The 
P"lls. drove out the Republican officers, 
and made up a certificate of return, to 
which the names of the Republican offi¬ 
cers (Hopewell*) were forged. The 
schedule also alleges that fifteen Illegal 
votes were cast for dfeemlant; that 104 
votes were returned and counted for de¬ 
fendant which were not cast for him. and 
tat the same number of votes were cost 
for plaintiff, but were not returned or 
counted fbr him. 

Upon being required to specify, plaint¬ 
iff gives the names of seven persons who 
are alleged to have been nonresidents 
of the precinct, but falls to name any per¬ 
sons In either of the other categories 
of the schedule. 

It is evident that the certificate was 
forged, both as to Its contents and the 
signatures of two and possibly of three 
of the four election officers. No credit 
can be given to it In this proceeding. 
What credit is to be given to the com¬ 
missioner's recount of the ballots found 
In the balolt box? No exceptions have 
been filed to the Commissioner's report; 
It must, therefore, be accepted as true 
that his report accurately shows the re¬ 
sult of the election as shown by the bal¬ 
lots os returned in the balolt box to the 
clerk’s office. 

It to Insisted for plaintiff that no credit 
Is to he given to the ballots because they 
were left in the possesion of the Demo¬ 
cratic officers In the polls, when the Re¬ 
publicans deserted the polls. It does not 
appear that the ballot box has been tam¬ 
pered with or thnt it was not regularly 
returned to the clerk's office. Nothing 
of that kind Is claimed. It to said the 
Republicans were driven from the noils. 
The evidence of the ‘Republican officers 
themselves—Hopewella and McCullum. 
the Republican Inspector—fall to sus¬ 
tain this claim. They all say there was 
no violence ol threats of any kind from 
any source. Th*' Hopewells not only de¬ 
serted their post*, but persuaded Me* 
Cultom to do likewise. Is the entire pre¬ 
cinct to be disfranchised for this action 
on the part of Its election officers? 

In tho late case of Lester vs. Fogarty, 
decided February 19. 1907, and to bo re¬ 
ported in 30 Ky. L. Rep., the court held 
that where the certcfltale of the election 
officers is shown to be erroneous, the 
ballots, if properly preserved, to tne bout 
possible evidence of the result of the 
election tn that precinct. _ 

It became generally known thnt the 
election was being held at Twenty-sixth 
and Broadway. 

In the other eight precincts, the pro¬ 
ceedings as to the adjournment of the 
polls were substantially os follows: The 
Democratic clerk and Judge failed to ap¬ 
pear at the regularly-appointed voting 
place; went to some other place In the 
precinct, and swore In two new election 
officers, generally Democrats; while the 
Republicans remained at the rcgalurly-ap- 
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pointed place, and swore In two now 
election officers there, who were generally 
Republicans, fttnc* the ballot l*>xe« wore 
delivered to the sheriff and the bol'.ots 
to the clerk of the election, the ballot 
boxes In these precincts were ut the old 
voting places, while tho ballots were at 
tl»e new place. In each cose the officers 
at the new place procured a ballot box 
and held an election: while the officer# 
at the old places could not procure new 
toillots, and could not, therefore, hold an 
election. They remained at the polls 
throughout the day, and wrote down fhe 
names of the voters who appeared for tho 
pusrpose of vottng. There lists are In evi¬ 
dence, and show that the following num¬ 
ber of persons so appeared, with the 
nairas of plaintiffs* witnesses to prove 
them:

The charge agalnm these precincts to 
that the voting pkices were illegally re¬ 
moved a,nd that the haUot boxes w*-rs 
stuffed, E*ther charge. If sustained, will 
be sufficient to require ur to disregard the 
returns from the?** precincts. It to clear 
frorn the term* of the statute above quot¬ 
ed that th**se vottng places w**re not ad¬ 
journed ns Is therein provid«*d and re- 
dUjrvd- The etetute places the power of 
adlolumlng the voting place In the two 
Judges of election, ano one? not give the 
other election officer* uny voice In the 
matter. It further contemplates a meet¬ 
ing of there officers at the regularly a,j>- 
point'd pJuce "on the morning of the 
election" followed by a proclamation of 
I the change and a notice thereof to be 
ported on the house. These requirement* 
were not even colombJy followed, with 
the ptgHlhlf exception of the Thirty-fourth 
precinct of the Twelfth ward, and In Jhat 
case It was not sufficiently followed. 

In none of them was there a meeting 
of th** Judges or officer* at the regularly 
appointed place or a proclamation of tho 
change; and In none of them, except tho 
Martin precinct, did the Republican Judgs 
agree tT> it. These fact* are alone suffi¬ 
cient to exclude the*** precincts. 

McCreary on Elections says: 

"It inunt be conceded by all that time 
nnd place ore of the substance of evary 
election, while many provision* which 
appertain to the manner of conducting **1 
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©lcetlor rrtTy bo directory only.’* (Sec. 

"ThOKc provision* or a statute which 
affect tli© tlm»* and place of the election, 
ami the legal qualifications of the elect¬ 
ors. aro generally of the substance of the 
election, while tho**- touching the record¬ 
ing and return of the legal votes received, 
and the mode and manner of conducting 
the mer»?details of the election, are direct¬ 
ory." <S*c. 

These* vtklng pkuv»s having been llleR-il- 
lv rbnwved. It follows that the returns 
from them must be excluded, regardless 
of the Oigher charge concerning them. It 
thus lv'oaRnes unnecessary to go into'ttio 
tedious ta*k of reviewing the enormous 
m is* of testimony taken upon that 
charge. We will, however, say in this 
connooiion that while It Is apparent that 
a largo number of voters appeared at the 
odjoij-rmni voting places and voted, it Is 
nevertheless itpj.irent that In sonic in- 
eteuxres the ballot boxes were stuffed; and 
that the removals In j?ueh cases were 
mndo for that burpose. .ilthongn done by 
unauthorized ,intl It responsible parties. 
JTie criminal taw should deal with that 
feature. While. we have nothing but the 
WVertflJi condemnation for such acts, our 
sphere of action Is confined to the hgsl 
effect of th««fe illegal removals upon the 
election as n wlrtle

by the n^ounrt, 

Plaintiff* contend ft! that the election 
was not “tree and equal” under the Con¬ 
stitution because the voters of these pre. 
cl tic t» were, to a substantial extent, de¬ 
nied the dght to vote, ami that the elec¬ 
tion was therefore void; and (2) that with¬ 
out regard to the materiality of the nirm- 
ber- 90 deprived if their number exceeds 
the majority of legal votes received by 
defendants, and It being Impossible to 
know they w ould have voted, no degree of 
certainty exists as to the fairly expressed 
wnli.of Uie electors and the election should 
be declared void under the provisions of 
the statute*. 

(1) In support of the first proposition 
plaintiffs rely upon threfe cases: 

Commonwealth vs McClelland, S3 Ky,. 
603; Hooker vs. Pendleton. 109 Ky.. 726, and 
Early vs. Rains. 28 Ky. L. Rep., 415. 

Section 6 of the Constitution of Ken¬ 
tucky provides: “All elections shall be 
/re and equal." 

Commonwealth vs. McClelland Involved 
/the constitutionality of our first registra¬ 
tion law. which was applicable only to 
the city of Louisville. Its constitutionality 
was attacked upon tho ground that being 
local In Its operation It prescribed rules 
to govern the exercise of the right of 
Buff rasp- in the cUy different from those 
established In other portions of the State, 
and was violative of the constitutional 
provision that all elections shall be free 
and equal. In the course of the opinion 
tho court undertook to explain the clause 
in the following language: 

"What are free and equal elections in 
the meaning of the Constitution? 

They Certainly are not such os may be 
secured by the Indiscriminate exercise of 
the right of suffrage, without regard to 
qualification?; or regulations necessary to 
test and determine the right of those who 
offer to vote Nor can elections be con¬ 
sidered free and equal w T hen In a portion 
of the State they may be conducted un¬ 
der the general law comparatively free 
from the influence of forco and fraud, 
while In another portion, for the want 
of more suitable and effective regulations 
than are provided by the general law.*, 
the timid and weak are deterred by vio¬ 
lence or tumult from attempting to vote; 
and Illegal votes added to those Influenced 
by bribery, constitute a balance of power, 
and often a majority of the whole num¬ 
ber given. 

Elections are free and equal only when 
all who possess the requisite qualifica¬ 
tions are afforded a reasonable opportu¬ 
nity to vote without being molested or 
Intimidated, and w'hen tho polls are In 
each count and In each precinct alike 
freed from the Interference or contamina¬ 
tion of fraudulent voters." 

Wo have here an explanation or defini¬ 
tion of the expression, but no application 
of It. It is Ir. the application of the rule 
that difficulties arise. 

Of course. It could not be reasonably 
contented, nor Is It contended here, that 
an election Is not free and equal If one 
Or two or. Indeed, any Immaterial num¬ 
ber of persons are deprived of their right 
to vote; for If that were the rule no 
election of any magnitude could stand. 
The clause must be given a reasonable 
and practicable contsructlon. as counsel 
for plaintiffs have her® given H, by ap¬ 
plying the principle only when the de¬ 
privation extends to a substantial extent. 

. What, then, la a substantial depriva¬ 
tion? 

Necessarily, it must In a large meas¬ 
ure depend upon the facts of each case, 
oe of the cotrolnnenCN VOINNUNUN V 
one of the controlling features being that 
of the size of the deprivation when com¬ 
pared to the whole electorate. 

In Hooker vs. Pendleton—the second 
cast* relied upon—tho Court applied this 
view In the following language: 

"The question whether or not an elee- 
tkm has been 'free and equal* In a consti¬ 
tutional sen«t* (Constitution. Section’ 6) 
ha* usually arisen In ease* where by 
fbroe, faiHmldflttkm Or the I4ke. « consid¬ 
erable proportion of the cleat oraoy hue 
been deprived of the right of suffrage. 

"It is dear, however, that an election 
moy be free from violence, and yet. if 
from a falhiro of the officers to supply 
ballots, booths, stencils, etc., any large 
proportion of the electors Is prevented 
from voting. It can property be said t/here 
has not been a free and equal election 
within tho meaning of the Ormstltu'tlon 

°In this case there was an attempt to 
hold an election cm the question of the 
•ale of spirituous liquors In the town of 
Hartford. It Is confessed that some edxtv 
legally qualified voters, out ^of a voting 
population of less than 175 in the town, 
wore prevented from veiling solely 'be¬ 
cause the ballots famished by the clerk 

f rave out by 9 o’clock on the mi>r ruing of 
lie election.* 

"The court below properly refused to 
uphold this attempted election as valid, 
•.nd tho Judgment Is. therefore. affirmed.** 
It will lx* seen that the court here held 
that whore more than one-third of the 
voters in tho entire election were pre¬ 
vented from voting, it was not a free 
and equal election. In other words, the 
effect of the decision In Hockec vs. Pen- 
dMon Is this, that more than one-third 
ia a substa ntlal proportion of the voters 
of pn election. There can b© no doubt of 
tl»e correctness of that clecbdon. 

In B mkv vs. Sargent. 104 Ky., MS, 859. 
it was held that a precinct In lecher 
county in which "nearly half of the vote" 
was ilkaal, slvouid be thrown out. 

The third case relied upon is Eeorly vs 
Haiti*. 28 Ky.. L R. 416. That was a 
Coi»u*it over, a local option election held 
in Ow town of Corbin on April 4, 1906. 
There had been no registration since tl-e 
I v J& VMVr ftr,n ttU registration In October, 
li't-slx months before the election— 
though Uk- statute peremptorily required 
a Knock ti registration at least five days 
prior to the election.

PENSION COMMISSIONER TELLS 
OF NEW APPLICATIONS. 


POSTMASTER GENERAL EXAM¬ 
INES RURAL DELIVERY BOXES. 


PRESIDENT GETS WAR HISTORY 


Washington, March 23.—[Special. ]— 
“The unknown army has been the sub¬ 
ject of much controversy In discussing 
the forces engaged In the Civil Wax," 
said Commissioner of Pensions War¬ 
ner to-day in speaking of the pension 
roll, "but never until the McCumber 
Service Pension Bill bebcame a law 
was there a means of determining any¬ 
thing about its extent. The unknown 
army has come to be so-called largely 
because its members did not apply for 
pensions. 

"This they did not do on account of 
various reasons of delicacy, pride or 
Indifference, but most of these causes 
have been removed by the passage of 
the service law, and most of the un¬ 
knowns, those who have never here¬ 
tofore asked for pensions, are coming 
to tho front. I think everybody '"will 
be surprised at the limited number 
there are of them. So tar there have 
been about 280,000 applicants under the 
new law, but of these only a little over 
1 per cent, are in the shape of original 
applications, or. In other words, ap¬ 
plications of the hitherto unknown 
possible pension claimants. Certainly 
the entire number will not exceed 5,000. 
The other 275,000 applications are ail 
for increase and were made by men 
whiso names have been on tho rolls 
in the past." 

Mr. Warner is of the opinion that 
the great bulk of applications on ac¬ 
count of the McCumber Law h<as been 
received. When the law first went into 
effect the applications were received In 
enormous quantities, as many as 20,- 
000 comdng hi in on* day. The mirn- 
bor has now fallen to about 4.000 a day. 
and Is rapidly diminishing. The re¬ 
ceipt of so many applications has oc¬ 
casioned a corresponding increase of 
labor hn the office, but by shifting tho 
clerical force tq meet the especial de¬ 
mands it has not bee nfound necessary 
to augment tihe list of employes. 

The records of the Pension Office 
shew that 2,351 of the CMvH War pen¬ 
sioners died In February, but there are 
still 652,488 of them on the pension 
rollTis.

Rural Mail Boxes. 


VV’Uh a view to.♦maintaining rural 
delivery mall boxes at such a standard 
as will afford proper protection for the 
mails and insure of boxes being suffi¬ 
ciently durable to warrant, their pur¬ 
chase by patrons, a special committee 
was recently appointed by the Post¬ 
master General to examine boxes which 
had been worwarded to the office of the 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
for that purpose. Out of stxty-flve 
boxes examined by tihe com mission up 
to this time, thirty-six have bden found 
tlm do not fully comply with the regu¬ 
lations, nnd the mAnufacturers of such 
boxes bave been notified that the de¬ 
fect must be remedied in ail new prod¬ 
ucts placed on the market after June 
30. 1907. Marty of the defects noted 
wore considered unimportant by the 
manufacturers, but front the patrons 
point of view' were such as to Impair 
the durability of the boxea Other de¬ 
fects, such as raw ami unfinished 
edges, were tihe cause of many com¬ 
plaints from rural carriers whose 
hands became lacerated in depositing 
and removing mall matter and con¬ 
sidering the neoesrHy for expeditious 
wtork on the part >f the carriers, such 
defects are deemed detrimental to the 
service. 

There are now upward of 300 styles 
of approved boxes for rural delivery 
service on the market, at prices ranging 
from fifty cents upward.

President Roosevelt was to-day pre¬ 
sented with a history of the Twenty- 
njxth North Carolina Civil War regi¬ 
ment, which, the giver said, at Gettys¬ 
burg made the most famous record of 
any organization In the Confederate 
army. The presentation was made by 
W. H. S. Burgwyn, president of the 
First National Bank, of Weldon, X. C. 
Mr. Burgwyn was the Colonel of the 
Second North Carolina regiment in the 
Spanlsh-American War. It Is claimed 
that every member of the Twenty-sixth 
regiment was either killed or wounded 
at Gettysburg, n ot a m an escaping.

John Kir pup died yesterday morning 
after a month’s Illness, a*nd his wife, 
Mrs. Jane Kirptip, died last Wednes¬ 
day morning, after being il‘1 for a sim¬ 
ilar length of time. Both were natives 
of Scotland, the one coming from 
Glasgow' and the other from Edinburgh. 
Last November they celebrated their 
golden wedding anniversary. To-mor¬ 
row morning, side by side, The two will 
be burled in St. Louis cemetery after 
funeral services which wMl be held 
over the body of Mr. Klrpup at the 
Cathedral of the Assumption at 9 
o’clock. Since the funeral of Mrs. Klr¬ 
pup. on Friday, the body has lain in a 
vault, as the death of her husband was 
expected. 

Mr. and Mrs. Klrpup had been resi¬ 
dents of Louisville for over fifty years. 
Although both were natives of Scot¬ 
land they did not meet until they came 
to this country, and fifty years ago 
last November the two were married in 
Cincinnati. They came to Louisville on 
their wedding trip, and have since 
made this city their home. Up till a 
few years ago Mr. Klrpup was a brass 
founder. 

For the past few months both Mr. 
Klrpup and his wife have been In rath¬ 
er poor health, buit It was only four 
weeks ago tihat they were both taken 
seriously ill. For a week it was a ques¬ 
tion which would outlive the other, buft 
Mrs. Klrpup loot atrength more raphlly. 
aind died last Wednesday morning. 

Whether or not Mr. Klrpup knew* that 
his wife was dead Is a question which 
his daughters are not quite certain 
about. Several times during the last 
few' days of his Illness he asked about 
his wife, and was finally told that she 
was dead. H1« condition was such, 
however, that tt. is not thought that 
he realized her deaith. During their 
sickness both husband and wife were 
onxfcou® for the others welfare, and 
each inquired many times a day about 
the other. 

Mr. Kirpup was seventy-seven years 
of age and his wife was seventy-four. 
During the past two months, however, 
Mr. Kirpup has failed rapidly. For 
several years they had lived at 740 Sev- 
euth street, and it was there that both 
of them died. Mrs. Kirpup was the 
first of the two to come td this coun¬ 
try. She had been in America for sev¬ 
eral years when she met Mr. Klrpup at 
Cincinnati. Mr. Klrpup. hoowever. had 
Just come to thia country at that time. 
After a few y**rs they married and 
came to Louisville. 

Four children survive Mr. and Mrs.

"We do not believe that father knew 
that mother was dead, although he In¬ 
quired several times, and we told him. 
Hb would say so your mother is dead.

As she pulled the trigger the n^n 
suddenly turned to run and the bullet 
entered his back on the left side of the 
spine Mrs, Gilbert Is held In Jail to¬ 
night without ball as the late reports 
from the hospital nre that the negro is 
believed to be fatally wounded.

rnd thus takes first place In the New 
fork musical world. The orchestra has 
>een heard here before much to the 
Measure of those who attended the 
ioncort8. 

Mr. Damrosch founded this orchestra 
tever&l years ago, and so long have 
is members played together, and so 
iroftclent have they become in musical 
nastorpiecea that Mr. Damrosch Is 
orced to use only the minimum 
imount of effort In directing them. 
>V r hen he first began conducting he 
ised the regulation baton, but soon 
HBearded this and is now using a lit- 
le stick about the size of a lead pen¬ 
cil. Even this Is discarded by the 
jreat conductor now at times, merely 
i glance or the lifting of a finger 
lerves the purpose. 

The recent addition of six famous 
rood-wind players has brought the or- 
:hestra to Its present high state of 
efficiency. It Is composed of men of 
U1 nationalities, but, oddly enough, the 
English horn Is played by a French- 
nan and the French horn by a Ger- 
nan. The orchestra Is divided as fol¬ 
lows: Eight first violins, eight sec- 

>nd violins, six violas, four 'celil, four 
basses, nine wood-wind, four horns, 
throe trumpets, three trombones, one 
tuba, one kettledrum, one big drum, 
one snare drum, one cymbal and one 
barp.

The classes correspond to those of 
the Louisville public schools In every 
particular and run from the first grade 
to the eighth grade and then the pupil 
enters the bookkeeping class, from 
which he graduates. It 1? the only 
school In Louisville w'hero other author. 
Ity than that of the parent Is neces¬ 
sary and the school has the proud 
record of never having to expel a pupil. 
During the course of the twelve years 
of the school's existence, only one death 
has occurred. 

Superintendents and prominent men 
from Seattle to New* York have visited 
the school and all have left with the 
expressed opinion that the school was 
complete in every respect and answer¬ 
ed Its purpose exactly. Mrs. Tucktr 
was called *to Owensboro recently to lay 
plana for night schools for the work¬ 
ing boys and girls of that city and 
laid plans corresponding In every de¬ 
tail to the Newsboys' Home night 
school, with the result that the school 
in Owensboro will be In operation In 
a short time, supplying * a long-felt 
want. This school in Ow'ensboro will 
be supported by charity organizations. 

It has been remarked by many, who 
are interested In the Home night 
schrol, that every graduate from the 
school so fan has been placed in a 
good position and those who stayed in 
their former positions all have ro- 
received a substantial increase In sal- 
ajy.

school range in age from twelve to 
sixty years, and at present an Italian,: 
who Is forty years old, regularly at- \ 
tends the classes. 

The bookkeeping class has been In- ] 
Stalled during the past five years, and 
although, outside of tnis year’s gradu¬ 
ating class, there have only been 
twenty graduates from the b<»okkeep- 
lng class, the fact tnat the bookkeep¬ 
ing class has been added has done 
much to Increase the attendance at 
the school, and It seems to he the am¬ 
bition of all the pupils to graduate 
from this class.

4 M 
of building* will be extended for long 
distomoes toward the Urne. Dwelling 
houses as an Investment especially of 
ithe class that Is always l*n demand of¬ 
fer opportunities for the placing of 
large sums of money that will no doubt 
appeal more and more lo those who 
have the task of determininlg the kind 
of Investment to make. 

"To a certain extern tho apartment 
house was thought to be* designed to 
meet the want of moderate sized 
houses, and to a large extent they 
have served a useful purpose In this 
direction, but after all is said and done, 
while the apartment house of all grade* 
provide Homes for a good many peo¬ 
ple. still they have not taken the pi ice 
of the individual house, and, it is be¬ 
lieved, that they never will. 

"The fact that is referred to In the 
foregoing, that a noticeable feature of 
the market of to-day is the demand for 
houses, is a suffhileivt evidence. Cer¬ 
tainly at this tin** when the number 
of apartment buildings has increased 
at a rate that Is eulmpfly beyond un¬ 
derstanding to be able to record the 
existence of a market for Individual 
houses shows that it is a very strong 
element at present. It is the recogni¬ 
tion of that fact by the investor that 
may be looked for as a phase df the 
market for the future."

One reason w’hy more 
houses of this sort are not built, it is 
said. Is because it is difficult to secure 
ground at such prices that building 
would be profitable. 

"The cost of ground has in many In¬ 
stances been the controlling factor In 
determining the kind and Btyle of 
houses to be erected. It is. of course, 
impossible to either sell or rent a two- 
story house for as much as a three- 
story house, and In the calculation of 
the builder It Is probable that It Is just 
this difference that represents the mar¬ 
gin of profit to him. This is the case, 
too. when it Is well known that mar¬ 
gin has been brought down to the low¬ 
est limit.

"Such is tho competition that has 
arisen, and such has been the odvane© 
both of material and labor, that the dif¬ 
ference between the total outlay on a 
house and the figure at which It can 
be placed on the market Is so slight 
as to make It appear to the builder 
of former days hardly worth while to 
undertake the enterprise.

MORE MISSIONARIES NEEDED 
TO PROSECUTE WORK. 


NOTES OF RELIGIOUS WORK. 


Bishop T. B. Neoly. appointed by the 
Methodist General Conference to super¬ 
intend Us work In Central and South 
America, visited Panama recently, on 
his way to South America. In an In¬ 
formal report he calls attention to the 
great changes seen In Colon, which lies 
in the republic of Panama, and In Pan¬ 
ama Itself, as the resuit of American 
work and Influence. So great a change 
did he find In Colon In sanitary mat¬ 
ters that he says a new Colon Is Ut- 
oraJly rising at the command of the 
United Sfcafcea. Panama, the bishop 
says, would hardly be recognised by 
emo who had not visited it for several 
years. It was a fU thy place, with 
streets of mud and water, and conotan* 
epidemics. Now there are hard and 
smooth streets, with sewers and pipes 
for water supply, and yellow fever elim¬ 
inated. 

While hr Panama Bishop Neely made 
arrangements for the purchase of kand 
on which is to be erected a Methodist 
headquarters building, to be the center 
of work on the canal rono and In the 
Panama republic. The site is just 
across the street from the new Govern¬ 
ment house now being bulk at a cotft 
of $400,000. A school has ateo been 
•Carted, to be loyally known os the 
A/mericaq, College of Panama, and at 
the head of tt has been placed the Rov. 
J. C. Elkin*, who has been working in 
the region for about a year. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church was 
the first to pto-i.it an American Protest¬ 
ant mission on the Isthmus of Panama, 
work having begun something over two 
years ago under the Rev. Dr. T. B. 
Wood, who waa itraiksferred from Peru. 
Bishop Neely calls for more mission¬ 
aries, especially for work among the 
Africans who are increasing in num¬ 
bers there. A now church under Meth¬ 
odist auspices is being built at Cutehm, 
where the engineers are concentrating. 

BACK INTO THE FOLD. 

Reformed Episcopal Church May Be 
Returned By Old Church. 

It IS reported that efforts will bo made 
by the next Protestant Episcopal Gen¬ 
eral Convention to Induce the Reformed 
Episcopal Church to return to the fold. 
There huA long existed a committee of 
this convention on the orders of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church, but It has 
been more or less Inactive. Now It Is 
•aid to be preparing a report 40 be pre¬ 
sented at Richmond next October. It 
i« known that some leading laymen in 
the Episcopal Church had recently 
urged the committee to make new over¬ 
tures. 

The Reformed Episcopal Church hnd 
Bishop Cummins, of Kentucky, as its 
first head and leader, and the grievance 
out of which grew the movement was 
ritualism. Some professed to believe 
that the Episcopal Church wns destined 
In the then Immediate future to he 
given over to ritualism in a market de¬ 
gree. Hence the protest ami separation. 
Now, however, the danger. If It ever 
existed, is declared to be past. In Npw 
York CHy, whefe St. Thomas, St. Bar¬ 


tholomew's, Incarnation and similar 
parishes with moderate ritual, have 
grown in membership from 25 to 100 per 
cent, durfhg the pu«t ten years, the two 
parishes, Rt. Mary the Virgin and S»t. 
Ignatius, which stand conspicuously for 
the ritualistic revival, have Increased 
in membership from 7 to 15 per cent, 
only. 

There are those now prominent In the 
Reformed Episcopal Church who say 
they expected, at the separation thirty 
years ago. to see the Episcopal Church 
divided Into about two equal parts. No 
such division took place, and the old- 
llrw church has gone on growing, while 
the Reformed people have had com¬ 
paratively few concessions. They have 
secured a strong foothold, with splen¬ 
did buildings, in Philadelphia, and are 
fairly strong in Chicago. 

ANNUAL MEETINGS IN COMMON 

Congregational Missionary and Ben¬ 
evolent Societies To Assemble In 
Fall. 

• 

For the first time in the history of 
the denomination, the mlasdonary and 
benevolent organizations of the Congjo- 
g-at tonal Church are to hold thevr an¬ 
nual meetings at the same time and 
place as are held the oaswion s of the 
National Council, the latter being a 
triennial assembly with advisory pow¬ 
ers only. 

Although it to unable to legislate for 
the churches of the Congregational 
body, the National Council Ls coming 
to have greater and greater influence 
timonlSr thorn, and Its advtce and sug¬ 
gestions in matters of denominational 
policy hove come to have practically 
the weight of legislation. Tt has there¬ 
fore followed that recent meetings of 
the council have been counted to be of 
the utmost importance, and It Is con¬ 
sidered particularly significant that 
during the sessions of the council this 
year the great (Xingregational mission 
organizations will a!an meet. 

The place of meeting will be Cleve¬ 
land. and the dates? Gntober 8 to 17. 
According to the programme, which has 
Jum been announced, the missionary 
meetings will be sandwiched in between 
sessions of the National Council, so 
that the effnet will be that the mission¬ 
ary seas-tons w!M appear a part of the 
deliberations of th** higher body. The 
National Council will organize on Tues¬ 
day, October N, and will then give up 
Wednesday. Thursday and Friday 
morning to the meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Board, the council meeting again 
Friday afternoon and evening. 

The Sunday-school and Publishing 
Society, the Education Society and the 
Church Building Society will have their 
seats ions on Saturday. Monday, Octob r 
14, and Tuesday morning will be de¬ 
voted to the American Missionary As¬ 
sociation, and Tue.sday afternoon and 
Wednesday to the Horn*' Mission So¬ 
ciety. From then on the National 
Council trill have all the time. 

Some of the arnroounred speakers for 
these meetings Include the Rev. Dr. 
Washington Gladden, President G. 
Btanley Hall, the Rev. Dr. Franri* K. 
Clark, the Rev. Dr. W. J. Dawson, the 
Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hill is and 
many other Congregational leaders. 
What is expected to be a most import¬ 
ant sessio n of the council will be de¬ 
voted to the subject of union of the de¬ 
nomination with Methodist Protestants 
and United Brethren. 

HOW TO RAISE MORE MONET 

Will Be Discussed By American and 
British Protestant Laymen. 

A deputation of toymen, re presen ting 
throe or four religious bodies, goes to 
London about May 1 *0 confer with 
English laymen concerning foreign 
missions. Word bos been received on 
this ride that the English toymen will 
be glad tb see the American ones. 
American Protestants gave last year 
to foreign missions f9.000.000, and the 
people of the English churches almost 
exactly Live same sum. Continental, 
Australian and all other Protestants 
gave $3,000,000. Hence the situation Is 
much as the United Stales and England 
make It. 

The present proposition Is that more 
mis^onarle-s must be sent into Asia and 
Africa and Into the South Seas, and 
that Immediately. Not only so, but 
money sufficient to support them must 
be forthcoming, and toymen of the two 
countries, the United States and Eng¬ 
land. must furnish It. The laymen or 
Continental Europe have never been 
much aroused, and it is regarded as 


practically Impossible to nrou&a them 
to any extent. 

Laymen, or some laymen at any rate, 
are saying that fort igu missions have 
Just been plnyed with In the part, and 
that 00 evangelise the world with tin* 
present force of missionaries will tnk*- 
seVeral centuries. Speed is considered 
desirable. The deputation to EnglanJ 
will propone. It Is said, that American 
and English laymen take hold of the 
situation. 

A part of the plan Is to induce repre¬ 
sentative laymen to go around the 
world, and In wr.nll parties visit the 
various mlswion fields, reporting, when 
they g*t home agtuln. What they suw. 
The movement to this end Is only a 
few \v<M-ka old. yet already more than 
fifty laymen, all Americans, have been 
secured to go, all at their own expense. 
Refine have already started and other.* 
trill start within a few weeks. The 
deputation to London In May Is to try 
to get English laymen to accompany 
the Americans on these world tours of 
Inspection. 

EARLY TEACHER. 

Former Negro Slave Woman’s Mem¬ 
ory To Be Honored. 

Sunday-school leaders all over the 
country are showing interest in a pro¬ 
ject recently launched to honor the 
memory of a slave woman, Kate Fer¬ 
guson. who Is alleged to have been the 
founder of the first Sunday-school In 
New York. The memorial is to take 
the form of an institutional church for 
Afro-Americans, and It Is purposed to 
erect for It a fine building In the center 
of one of the several negro colonies of 
New York. City. The Bible Educational 
Association, devoted to work among tho 
colored people of the South, is co-op¬ 
erating In the plan, a* are a number 
of denominational leaders, especially 
Presbyterians. 

Presbyterian interest In the project 
is due In part to the fact that It was 
a celebrated Presbyterian divine, the 
Rev. John M. Mason, he who preached 
the sermon at the funeral of Alexander 
Hamilton, who discovered lit 1793 that 
the colored woman, Kate Ferguson, was 
conducting a class In the study of tho 
Iiibie every Sunday. From her example 
other similar classes were formed, al¬ 
though It was not until nearly a decade 
later that an organized Sunday-school 
approaching the modern type was found 
In New York. 

There are many claimants for the 
honor of Introducing the Sunday-school 
Into tho United States, and t^gtnnlngs 
were made In several sections of the 
country within a few' years after Rob¬ 
ert Raikes’ school In Gloucester. Eng¬ 
land, was organized. It Is recorded 
that under direction of Bishop Asbury 
a school was organized In Hanover 
county, Virginia, In 1780, and another 
is recorded from Charleston, S. C., in 
1790. In 1791 the First-day or Sunday- 
school Sovclety was formed in Philadel¬ 
phia, and this organization Is still In 
existence. 

BAPTIST NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

Its Organization Seriously Consid¬ 
ered By Church Leaders. 

Baptists of the North are energetic¬ 
ally discussing the proposition of or¬ 
ganizing. during the Baptist anniversa¬ 
ries to be held in Washington In May, 
a National Council, which shall In some 
measure serv o as a central organization 
of the denomination. Baptist leaders 
s«y that the younger element In the 
churches are urging the project, which 
gome of the older people feel to be un¬ 
necessary. ami. some say. dangerous. 
For the Baptist Is a denomination con¬ 
gregational in Its polity, each Individual 
church being a law unto Itself, and 
conservative leaders express the fear 
that a National Council, once organ¬ 
ized. would soon undertake to rule the 
churches. 

But a day Is to be devoted to the dis¬ 
cussion of the project, during the mis¬ 
sionary meetings in Washington, and 
the opinion Is freely expressed that a 
permanent central organization will be 
the outcome. One of the advocates of 
the movement is President Faunce, of 
Brown University, who says that there 
is no Intention of erecting a new body 
to have legislative j>o\ver. nor is there 
Intention to have any executive with 
authority over the church; but Baptists 
do need, he says, some organic means of 
expressing ami guiding public opinion 
within and without the denomination. 
President Fauncc advocates a council 
whoso mombtys shall be elected for 
fixed periods and whose duty shall be 
slpmply to express and advise. 

Membership in the proposed council 
would be representative of the State 
conventions of the Northern States and 
of the great denominational societies. A 
council so composed might, leaders 
siy. express Baptist public opinion, and 
In some measure guide It. An annual 
meeting Is proposed, to be held at the 
same time nnd place as the missionary 
anniversaries, and standing committees 
are proposed, to study specific prob¬ 
lems during the intervals between 
meetings. 

JAMAICA CHURCHES DAMAGED. 

Bishop Joscelyna In America Seeking 
Aid To Rebuild Them. 

Bishop Joecelyne of Jamaica has ar¬ 
rived in this country, sent thither to 
tell the story of the Kingston earth¬ 
quake. with specJaJ reference to Its dis¬ 
astrous effects upon church properties. 
He hna* already spoken In New York, 
and during holy week Is to be in Phil¬ 
adelphia. and Washington. He will go 
thereafter to Toronto and Montreal, j 
and near the end of April is to visit ‘ 
Boston and several New England cities. 
He reports that a few days since. Arch¬ 
bishop Nutta.ll. having occasion to or¬ 
dain this year's graduates of the the¬ 
ological seminary, wag unable to find 
any church or hall In condition to use 
for the service, and so the ordination 
took place out of doors, on the semi¬ 
nary town. 

The Bishop, who Is coadjutor of Ja¬ 
maica with right of succession, suys 
that fourteen Church of England 
churches must be wholly rebuilt and 
nt least forty other churches, also un¬ 
der the archbishop’s jurisdiction, will 
have to be repaired. Besides, there are 
many Presbyterian, Baptist and other 
churches that must bo rebuilt and re¬ 
paired. The bishop Is. however, appeal- 
Itig especially to Episcopal givers for 
assistance for the Church of England. 
Until fifteen months ago the bishop co¬ 
adjutor was a London rector, a.rid had 
under him a«n immense parish work 
among laboring people. He reports 
liking his West India work and home 
very much Indeed. He is rector of a 
small parish at Mandevllle. a suburb 
of Kingston, and here many American 
travelers attend rervtoe when In Jamai¬ 
ca over Sunday. 

New Bible Study Movement. 

A new Bible study movement has re¬ 
cently been started by a student at 
Harvard University—C. D. Pugsley— 
which is called the ftobbath College. 
Its object Is to do for the adults of 
the I’hurches what the Sunday-school 
does for the children. Habbath colleges 
have already been organized in a num- 
I ber of churches, and pastors report 
that the plan is meeting with marked 
success. 

The founder of the movement ex¬ 
plains that It Is designed to reach the 
people who have •‘outgroavn" the Sun¬ 
day-school. the services of which are 
for the most part arranged for chil¬ 
dren. Advanced or adult d!asses In the 
Sundays*hools meet th** need only In 1 
part, and the Sabbath College Is there- j 
fore dorigned as :i separate organiza¬ 
tion, self-governing. It* president being 
< the leader, and with, preferably, large 
I classes, under competent uachors. A 
National Society of Ratobath Colleges 
has been formed, with Mr. Pupricy as 
president, and the Rev. C. P. Pledger, 
of Boston, as secretary.

Delaney has managed other fighters In 
addition to the champions, and there wore 
some good ones In tho collection. He 
says he does not care to talk about his 
early ring exploits, because, w’hilo he is 
not In fear of Dr. Osier, still he doe* not 
care to be known as the old man of the 
ring. As a matter of fact, Delaney be¬ 
gan handling prize fighters on the coast 
more than thirty years ago, and ho was 
always In the van. 

Delaney first turned his attention to the 
heavyweight division, and, no matter how 
good a man might be, Delaney could be 
depended on to dig up somebody who was 
bettor. In the early ’70s there was a 
middleweight In Son Francisco named 
“Owrney" Judge, and he had whipped 
everybody on the coast. He l>ecamo tho 
Idol of the prize-ring patrons of the 
slope, and soon was In the position of 
the late Mr. Alexander the Great, who 
mourned because he could not find any¬ 
body else to lambast. 

But Mr. Judge reckoned without W. De¬ 
laney, Esq., who set hJs wits to work. De¬ 
laney remembered a New York middle¬ 
weight named Tom McCormick. Who woe 
quite handy with his fins, and Delaney 
sent for Mac to go to the coast. McCor¬ 
mick compiled with the. request, and soon 
was matched with Judge. The bout took 
place In Humboldt Hall, down on the Mis¬ 
sion, and McCormick gave Judge a terrific 
beating. That settled Judge, who there¬ 
after went to the bad, and McCormick be¬ 
came the popular idol of tho fight fans 
on the coast. 

After his victory over Judge. McCormick 
hod the solid backing of Californians, and 
any man who could have beaten him 
would have broken all the sports on the 
slope. Delaney considered McCormick an 
extraordinarily good man, and. although 
he weighed only 10n pounds, he had a 
standing challenge In Eastern sporting pa¬ 
pers to meet any man in the w’orld. 

Not getting any responses to hi* chal¬ 
lenge and having exhausted the list of 
opponent* on the coast, McCormick be¬ 
came careless, went tho pace that kilts 
and died. 

But It was In 1R83 that Delaney uncov¬ 
ered In Jack Brady, a native son, a fight¬ 
er he regarded a* the best man of Ills 
time, and it will be recalled that the 
mighty Sullivan was then In his prime. 
Delaney to this day Insists that Brady 
could hit as hard as Jeffritrs and was a 
better boxer. 

Brady’s hardest battle was with Jerry 
Blnttery, who arrived from Ireland In the 
♦•nrly eighties. Twenty-nine tierce rounds 
had been fought without special advan¬ 
tage to either man. when a free-for-all 
tight was started. The referee decided it 
was time for him to say draw nnd disap¬ 
pear. which he did.

The Exposition. 

The results of the first week of the 
Greater Louisville Exposition should 
not only satisfy but rejoice the leaders 
of the project, whose months of plan¬ 
ning and tolling produced the Expo¬ 
sition. As u display of what Louisville 
caJi do as .an Industrial center It is 
prodigious. As a scene it is animated, 
picturesque and stirring. As an Illus¬ 
tration of Louisville enterprise It la 
in Itself convincing. In every sense It 
Is a success. The measure of Its suc- 
ersn hi limited only by the area of the 
Armory. 

The fifty or sixty thou*ini perrons— 
or were there more?—who passed 
through the doors last week saw on 
exhibition articles which few of them 
had dreamed of as Loulsvll'e product* 
And there are other articles made In 
Louisville which they did not »#e, and 
will not know of. since there were 
some manufacturers who fulled to 
grasp the scope and possibilities ol 

* the Exposition, and so declined to take 
apace in It. In other words, as Im¬ 
pressive a story as the Exposition 
told, It did not tell all. 

There was only me conclusion to >e 
reached from a visit to the show—th.it 
Louisville is an active, thriving, aiorL 
wealth-producing cltys that Louisville 
is moving forward rapidly; that, in 
short. Greater Louisville Is no figure of 
speech, but an actuality. 

Secretary Taft’s Negligence. 

The most regrettable circumstance 
connected with Secretary Taft's tour 
this year is his omission of a matri¬ 
monial bureau. In view of the suc¬ 
cess he achieved as a matchmaker on 
his previous trip to the Philippines it 
appears as If he Is overlooking, delib¬ 
erately or unwittingly, some splendid 
possibilities of this one. Since he ik 
to cover more ground and consume 
more time there Is reason to believe 
that, matrimonially speaking, the re¬ 
sults this year would have made the 
results of the 1905 trip seem tame. It 
has boon seriously discussed whether 
It would not be a wise thing for In¬ 
terested Individuals to engage Secre¬ 
tary Taft to pull off a personally con¬ 
ducted tour every frw months for the 
benefit of backward but eligible men 
and maidens. It Is not altogether cer¬ 
ts In that persons who are not married, 
but arc prefectly willing to be, should 
not even at this late day petition the 
Secretary to take some of them along 
on his latest trip, for the good 
of the order and the weal of 
the nation. 8uch a petition ought 
to appeal to his Judgment, states¬ 
manship. sentiment and patriotism. If 
it did not he would stand revealed as 
less of a lovers' friend than he 1ms been 
credited with and praised for being 
these many moons.

Water Transportation. 

During the consideration of the 
Rivers and Harbors Bill in the House 
Mr. Ransdell, of Louisiana, mado a 
notable speech, which has been Issued 
and circulated in pamphlet form. It 
is devoted not particularly to the bill 
then before Congress, but to the gen¬ 
eral subject of waterway Improve¬ 
ment. am! the duty of tho Federal 
Government with reference to It. 

Waterway improvement Is two-fold— 
that of harbors and that of Interior 
rivers and canals. The railroads have 
been largely Interested in the improve¬ 
ment of harbors because they 
aro railroad terminals where ships 
and railroads exchange loads. It 
Is true that thero are many 
complaints of tho neglect of needed 
harbor Improvements, but It Is 
probably truo that. In general, the har¬ 
bors have commanded the greater In¬ 
fluence. and navo had tho better of it 
in the matter of appropriations. There 
has also been a feeling that the rivers 
and the railroads are rivals, and hence 
the policy of tho laJter has been not 
to facilitate the Improvement of the 
rivers. Mr. Ransdell, however, is In¬ 
clined to think that there has been a 
change in that respect. The great In¬ 
crease of business has gone so far be¬ 
yond the growth of railroads that he 
believes they would now bo glad to 
see the waterways Improved. lie 
quotes President James J. II111 to the 
elTect that the business of the coun¬ 
try Increased 110 per cent, from 1895 
to 1905. while) the transport-ion facili¬ 
ties Increased only 20 per ccnL; that 
we need 73.338 miles or new railroad, 
which would cost five and one-half bil¬ 
lions of dollars. Mr. Hill also declared 
in favor of a fifteen-foot channel from 
St. Louis to tho Gulf of Mexico. Mr. 
Ransdell agrees with Mr. Hill In this, 
but he points out that the argument 
is Just as good for a variety of other 
Improvements. After mentioning them 
he says: “If Mr. Hill Is right about 
the lower Mississippi, would not the 
situation bo relieved by improving the 
Ohio river to a depth of nine feet from 
Pittsburg to Cairo—a distance' of 1,000 
miles through the greatest freight pro¬ 
ducing' section of the Union, and the 
most populous and prosperous river 
valley on our continent?*' Of the Ohio 
he says In another part of the spe?eh: 

“In 1875-76, some thirty-one years ago. 
a project providing for a 6-foot slack- 
w it tor navigation on the Ohio was adopted 
and work begun thereon. It has proceed¬ 
ed with a snail's pace. Out of fifty-two 
locks and dams provides! for in this pro¬ 
ject only six have been completed and 
four others are In process of construntlon. 
The project has been changed to a »-foot 
depth Instead of 6. and the estimated cost 
of completion Is 863.000.000. If this gigan¬ 
tic and moat meritorious work la con¬ 
tinued at the same rate as for the past 
thirty years, it will not be finished hy 
the close of this century. It Is true that 
a little better progress has been made 
during the past seven years, and at the 
present rate we may hopo to see the 
Ohio canalised In about fifty years from 
now.** 

As early os 1796 Congress passed 
nn act dechtrtag navigable rlveTS to bn 
public highways. That means that the 
Federal Govern me rvt controls them, and 
that no Stole can Interfere with their 
free use. Iteing thus In control of the 
navigable waters, concerning which 
there Is no sort of controversy. It be¬ 
comes the duty of the Govern mem to 
Improve them, so as to make them 
responsive to the demands of business, 
for the simple reason that thero Is no 
other power that has the authority 
necessary to do so. Of course, the 
question whether It will pay neces¬ 
sarily arises, and this question hns been 
extensively considered. 

Mr. Ransdell lays down the proposi¬ 
tion that “It is a fact established be¬ 
yond dispute that water transportation 
costs an an average In this country 
only one-sixth os much as transporta¬ 
tion by mil, and wherever waterway^ 
urc thoroughly Improved, not only does 
a large quantity of freight move there- 
cn at rates only onc-slxth ix» high as 
Hi ise by mil, but rates on competing 
railroads are very materially reduced* 
and for every dollar of the people's 
money Invested by Congress annually 
in the ImpnVvemeivt of our waterways, 
at least two dollars a year are saved ip 
reduced rates.*’ How R operates is 
shown first by a reference to Sault 
See. Marie canal, between Lake- Su¬ 
perior and Laj^c llurorp Accord I nt? to 
official reports, the commerce passing 
through tfha’t canal In 1905 was 44.- 
270.680 tons, which was parri ed 
pverxge distance of 833.3 mlle3 at a 
cost per ton per mile of 0.85 of a 
mill, making a total of $31,420,584. 
During the aim* year the average 
freight raite oa the railroads of the 
Union was 7.6 mills per ton per mile, 
about nine times the rate on the lakes. 
The total cost of Improvements In the 
lakes Is about $70,000,000, so that the 
saving of freight in one year Is some 
two and one-hoCf times the coat of the 
Improvements. Ore Is carried from 
Duluth by bed to Cincinnati or Ash¬ 
tabula. a thousand miles, for approxi¬ 
mately «4ghrry cents a ton. It Is thm

•There Is a very large commerce on the 
Ohio river, according to the report of 
the Ohio River Board of United States 
Engineers. The exact coal of carrying 
ihi;* commence is net -tap'd by the h ’ard. 
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but one of Us members, MaJ. William L. 
SlbcrL of Pittsburg, who Is one of the 
ablest engineers In the corps, estimates 
that the cost of conveying freight on tho 
Ohio river between Pittsburg and Louis¬ 
ville/ In dig. even In the prenmt unsatis¬ 
factory condition of the river, when boat-; 
nre able to operate only a few month 
of each year, was 0.76 of one mill per ton 
per mile, one-tenth cf tho average ra.1 
rate, and that the cost between Louis 
viUo and New Orleans was 0.G7 < f one 
mill per ton per mile, nbout ore-eleventh 
of the average rail rate. Heme wc have 
the rate on the T.«ko* o 8a of or.e mill, or 
one-ninth of the rail rate; on the Ohio 
0.78 of one mill or one-tenth of that by 
roll, and on tho lower Ohio nnd Mississip¬ 
pi, below Cairo, 0 67 of one mill, or one- 
eleventh of the average roll rate, which 
Is 7 6 mills per ton per mile. This Is cer¬ 
tainly a strong showing for the water 
ways, and the reason why I state above 
that the rate hy water Ip one-sixth of 
that by rail Is because there are many 
waterways In the Union on which I have 
been unable to obtain the rates, nnd 
wishing to be as conservative as possible 
I have reduced the proportion very much 
from what It would be If tho figures on 
the lakes, the Ohio, and the Mississippi 
aro correct Indices of the average water 
rates.'* 

Our Rivers and Harbors Appropria¬ 
tion Bills hove excited mucCi opposi¬ 
tion by reason of the tact that they 
ofte-p provide for so many ulleged im¬ 
provements that have really no public 
Importance.

Bat this by m 
means frees tho Federal Government 
from the obligation to improve great 
water r ; _t which carry hundreds of 
millions of dollars In products, and 
which, like the Ohio, flow through “tUfi 
most populous and prosperous river 
valley on our cxmitlnent." 


Bachelors and Babies. 

In Cynthlann, Pike county, O., n feud 
rages because a bachelor. Oliver Klbler, 
who had loved and lo3t a Pike county 
belle, declined to kiss the Infant heir 
of Mr. Bill Dunham, his fortunate rival. 
His declination was based upon the 
ground that he did not wish to make 
a “blanket^* blank fool’* of himself in 
a public frtace. to-wit: a street In the 
village of Cynthlana. A married man 
called him a scoundrel and proposed a 
coat of tar and feathers. The town, 
according to a dispatch to the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, has divided Into factions, 
and the war has extended into the poli¬ 
tics and religion of Cynthlana. 

The manifestations of 111 feeling aro 
violent^ because Pike countluns ure 
elemental folk, but this Is only one of 
many Instances In which bad blood has 
originated from the refusal of a bache¬ 
lor to kiss a buby, or from his half¬ 
hearted response to a young mother's 
offer to allow him that pleasure, and 
measures looking to the relief of dis¬ 
consolate bachelors should be consid¬ 
ered. 

There are, of course, bachelors so tru¬ 
ly brave, and so tenderly chlvalrlc that 
they go through the ordeal uncomplain¬ 
ingly, deserving Carnegie medals for 
heroism, and getting nothing more en¬ 
couraging than the sort of coarse nnd 
brutal rldlculfe that Is vulgarly called 
the horse laugh." Bachelors of this 
class, though meek and little consid¬ 
ered on earth, will rank In Valhalla 
with the heroes of old who were borne 
upon their battered shields from bat¬ 
tlefields made slippery with the life 
blood of the brave, and warriors of to¬ 
day who march unflinchingly into the 
Jaws of death to the martial music of 
a battery’s thundering guns, and whose 
death song is sung hy shrieking shrap¬ 
nel and bursting shell. But men of 
such kidney aro not to bo met upon 
every thoroughfare frequented by proud 
mothers pushing baby carriages. There 
should be some means of escape for 
bachelors less heroic, but worthy with¬ 
al. 

The baby is at once the Innocent vic¬ 
tim of Its mother’s pride and the un¬ 
willing Instrument of the bachelor’s 
punishment. Tho baby would heartily 
agree with the bachelor. If It possessed 
the necessary vocal development and 
vocabulary, that this business of kiss¬ 
ing. as between strangers, is a con¬ 
demned nuisance. The bachelor and 
the baby, the one guilty of no offense 
greater than that of having been un¬ 
loved and discarded, nnd the other 
guilty of no high crime or misdemean¬ 
or other than that of having been born, 
without malice. Into a world of wick¬ 
edness and sorrow, should not be vic¬ 
timized. Why not establish the 
rule that when a bachelor meets 
his former sweetheart, now the 
wife of his former rival and the 
mother of his formal rival’s son or 
daughter, he should congratulate the 
family by kissing the mother? This 
would be Infinitely more sensible, os the 
baby, being In a state of complete and 
benighted Ignorance as to what it Is 
all about, does not appreciate the com¬ 
pliment to Its mother, and the bachelor 
who does kiss the baby almost never 
accomplishes tho difficult and disa¬ 
greeable feat In a manner satisfying to 
the pride of the parents, while the 
bachelor who bolts brings on war. 

Of course the Bill Dunhams of tho 
world might object, but who will be so 
unchlvalrous as to hold that the Bill 
Dunhams are not so fortunate that they 
should be charitable enough \to be will¬ 
ing to reward the Oliver Klblers rather 
than to puntsh and humiliate them past 
endurance?

“You have no conception of the size 
of Texas,” aald Elbert Hubbard recent¬ 
ly. “You can travel as far In one di¬ 
rection between the boundary lines of 
Texas as the distance from New York 
to St. Louis. Now will ; ;i n°t ^dmit 


that you hadn't any Idea of the size 

of the Lone Star Stale?” 

Like the statement of Mr. Hubbard, 
that of the Washington Times dramatic 
«*dltor Is a patent truth, but not one 
of us In a thousand hod tluoisiu of It 
! before. 

Not more surely doc* wat .* i 
level than the villain who makt : tl: .* 
hero nnd heroine suffer the slings and 
arrows of outrageous fortune In tlu- 
firm two or three acta get what is 
coming to him In the last act. Has ever 
a final curtain descended upon an un- 
follod villain or an unavenged hero? 
And revenge connotes tragedy. It Is 
true that the gallery applauds when 
the highbinder who has been scheming 
for the enslavement of the hero's wife 
and threatening to strangle the “help¬ 
less babe” is shet full of holes and sent 
to the bar of Judgment, to answer for 
his crimes where attorneys for tho de¬ 
fense do not corrupt and where alien¬ 
ists do not break in nnd sell opinions 
formulated for them by lawyers, and 
gallery lies have the purest hearts and 
the highest morals known to students 
of human nature. But the final climax 
is tragedy Just the same. To realise 
it put yourself In tho place of the high¬ 
binder who welters In his blood while 
the hero and heroine nnd “Innocent 
babe” are almost strangling one anoth¬ 
er In their respective embraces. Al¬ 
though the gallery, after having spent 
two and one-half hours working up an 
unquenchable thirst for gore, has no 
more sympathy for the riddled king of 
the opium rir.g than had Richard the 
Lion-Hearted for tho heathen whose 
heads he severed with his battle-ax In 
the Holy Land, and although the comic 
man openly rejoices, and sometimes 
dances about the stage and jeers while 
the villain's soul is passing, the scene 
Is tragedy in Its most tragic form. 

When we sec the Irreproachable Des 
deinona getting the life choked out of 
her by mistake the keen edg^ of trage¬ 
dy is dulled by the reflect km tbot she 
will go straight up to hreiven, like Lit 
-tie Eva and Uncle Tom. Even when 
the moderately misguided Mrs. Tan- 
queray, bored beyond the point of en¬ 
durance by the dull respectability of 
married life, and terrified at the thought 
of the alternative, takes up arms 
against a peck of trouble and by op 
posing ends it, we feel, as we cogi¬ 
tate upon the matter while hanging sus¬ 
pended from a strap in a homeward- 
bound car, that the lady wasn't alto¬ 
gether bad. and that perhaps there is 
hope for her beyond the bourne. Even 
Col. Bob Ingerwoll, who spent a long, 
arduous life in delivering to mankind 
the message that, so far os religion was 
concerned, he was from the most re¬ 
mote fastnesses of Missouri, admitted 
that when the good die "hope secs a 
star,” but where blinks a single star of 
the seventeenth magnitude when the 
king of the opium ring is done to death 
as full of unrepented sins as a Penn¬ 
sylvania politician? 

Our deflnltionsyof tragedy and melo¬ 
drama have been mixed because we 
have had the popular and not the moral 
point of view. Instead of shedding 
maudlin tears when Desdemona 
breathes her last labored breath Into 
tho feathers and Is wafted down the 
poppled ways of sleep, or mourning 
over a Hamlet bidding farewell to a 
sordid world In blank verse and going 
to his certain reward In Paradise, we 
should think of the horrors of the un¬ 
ending tortures that await the depart¬ 
ing king of the opium ring, and realize 
that tragedy is really melodrama and 
melodrama is real tragedy.

No story of early newspaper life in 
America is more Interesting than that 
of Matthew Lyon- Ly^ji was born in 
Ireland and when & mere boy ran away 
to sea- He was sold as a slave to a 
Vermont farmer In exchange for a yoke 
of oxen. After several years he con¬ 
trived to buy his freedom. He was sent 
to Corigreas from Vermont In 1797. In 
Washington he got Ideas arid wervt back 
homo to establish n newspaper which 
gloried In the name "The Scourge of 
Aristocracy ami Repository of Impor¬ 
tant Political Truths.” This paper was 
red-hot, and for publishing an article 
attacking President John Adams, Lyon

The war between the Venetians 
and the Turks, and the popular clamor 
for information concerning It, was the 
reason for the birth of this first news¬ 
paper. The files of sixty years of its 
Issue aro preserved In a museum in 
Florence.

The first prlntedi newspaper appeared 
In London on July 23, 15?>8. It was 
called the English Mercurlo nnd was a 
religious publication, of which Lord 
Burleigh was the patron. The earile**t 
real newspaper printed Tram type, one 
designed to give the news, wo* the 
London Weekly News, which appeared 
in 1619 from the print shop of N. New¬ 
berry. It proved so popular that six 
years later Ben Jonsxm wrote the first 
newspaper play, satirizing the novel 
venture In a piece acted on the Lon¬ 
don stage under the name of "Staples 
of the News.” In 1641 the Parliament 
first permitted the newspapers to pub¬ 
lish a report of Its proceedings. In 
the next nineteen years there were two 
hundred papers started in London, but 
all of them failed for want of sup¬ 
port. 

• • • 

In the United States the first attempt 
to establish a newspaper was made In 
Boston cm September 25, 1090. It l>wast¬ 
ed of four quarto pages, one of which 
was blank. It evidently tdok a lively 
interest In politics, and its editor must 
have belonged to that class of Journal¬ 
ists now known as muck-rakers, for 
It was suppressed. The Legislature of¬ 
ficially described It as a “pamphlet 
which came out contrary to law, and 
contained reflections of a very high 
nature.” 

• • • 

Boston came again, and In 1704 John 
Campbell, a native of Scotland, and 
postmaster, began the Issue of the Bos¬ 
ton News-Letter. It had two p&fee*, 
twelve by eight Inches each, and ap¬ 
peared first with this announcement: 
"This News-Letter Is to be continued 
weekly, and all persona who have any 
houses, lands, tenements, farms, ships, 
vessels, goods, wares, or merchandise, 
etc., to be sold or let; or servant* run 
away, or goods stole or lost, may have 
accounts of tho same Inserted at a 
reasonable rate from twelve pence to 
flvo shillings, and not to exceed, who 
may agree with John Campbell, post¬ 
master.” When this weekly was four¬ 
teen years old it had a circulation cf 
300 copies weekly, and announced that 
It would issue an extra half shoe* fort¬ 
nightly, as the editor was behind on j 
printing tho news from Europe. A 
year afterward he announced that he 
had caught up eight months of the 
news, and that in five months more he 
would have all arrearages of intelli¬ 
gence from tho old world "needful to bo 

known Yn these parts.” 

• • • 

Tho American Weekly Mercuriecame 
out In Philadelphia In 1719. and thr 


New York Times was the most power¬ 
ful agency In the United States next to 
Nic Federal Government. It was a small 
affair which printed about one-twelfth 
ns much reading matter as does the 
Tribune of to-day. 

’ • • • 

In the old times the sUe of the pa¬ 
pers was just four pages, whatever 
happened. When business demanded It 
the size of the paper was Increased. 
Thus came the "blanket sheets,” of 
w*hlch the Cincinnati Inquirer still re- 
minds us. During the Civil War the 
pnpors began to print "double sheets” 
and "triple sheets,” that Is to say, eight 
and twelve-page papers. Then eight 
page* became the accepted size and so 
renmlnnl until ten years ago. The 
.%r<-ruge metropolitan dally now has 
stxteen pages, but It may run to forty- 
two arid no one will be surprised. The 
Sunday paper Is twice or three times 
ns large. 

Tha enormous circulations attained 
by American papers are not possible 
in any other country of the world, be¬ 
cause there U no other nation which 
has so many people who can read. The 
New York Herald In 1835 reached what 
was then considered the almost Incred¬ 
ible circulation of 25.000. Ten years 
later the telegraph was Invented and 
the circulation of doily papers In the 
country was soon trebled. The Civil 
Wtir was the most sanguinary contest 
ever fought between two armies speak¬ 
ing tlio same language and having the 
sam* Interest a. yet it was good only 
for 160,000 copies a day for the best 
newspapers of the time. That was in 
the sixties. Thirty years later when 
the United States fought a Utile was 
with Spain, two of the enter¬ 

prising New York papers, the Journal 
and the World, ran their circulation up 
to & million and a quarter a day, which 
remains the high-water mark for news¬ 
paper circulation.

The statistics of the newspaper busi¬ 
ness under tho present high develop¬ 
ment reached In this country are al¬ 
most unbelievable. To provide en ugh 
papoi for the use of either one of sev¬ 
eral of the InrgeM New York papers 
ten acres of spruce forest must be 
cleared and fed into paper-making ma 
chines every twenty-four hours. To 
Increase the size of one of the:*e pa¬ 
pers, say from twelve to fourteen 
pages, means an increase In expena? 
for that one edition of at least $450. If 
this Increase In size were maintained 
through all the editions of one week 
alone, the additional expense for white 
paper would be $5,400. Several New 
York papers, week In and week out, 
use $20.c00 worth of paper a week. It 
requires seventy tons of metal to make 
the stereotype plates for one of the big 
modern Sunday editions. The total 
weight of the paper tn the Sunday edi¬ 
tion of several of the larger New York 
papers Is nearly 300 tons. Thirty extra 
large express cars ore required to carry 
the Sunday morning editions of the pa¬ 
pers of Manhattan to out-of-town 
readers.

Miss Mary Slersdorfer Is an American 
girl who recently made a great success 
as Sautuzza in Cavalleria Rustlcana be¬ 
fore an audience of more than 3,000 at 
the Municipal Grand Operahouse. in 
Rpgglo-Emella, one of the most impor¬ 
tant operahouses in Italy. Miss Slers¬ 
dorfer is a granddaughter of Mrs. Mary 
M. Slersdorfer, 932 Second street, and a 
niece of Charles Slersdorfer, a well- 
known Louisville business man. 

Miss Slersdorfer has taken as her 
stage name Marie Huette, her mother’s 
maiden name. 

In speaking of her successful initial 
performance. Musical America of a re- 
»cont date says: 

\ “A number of noted critics were pres¬ 
ent, and the universal verdict is that 
Marie Huette, a mere girl of barely 
twenty, gives promise of ranking 
among the world's great prima donnas, 
not alone for her remarkable voice, 
but for her great dramatic ability as 
well. 

At the end of the performance Marie 
Huette was repeatedly called before the 
curtain and all declared hers to be one 
of the most notable debuts made upon 
the Italian stage. A reception by the

L ONDON. March \2.—W'lth the ex¬ 
ception of Mr. Sutro’s piece to 
be given to-night, every first- 
night this week was more or lesq 
American, two of the playwrights hav-» 
lng come from home—Madeleine Lu- 
cette Ryley and Gladys Unger—two of 
the plays having been “presented” by 
Frohman, and Seymour Hicks having 
borrowed a good many of the Idea* for 
his play, as usual, from the United 
Stales. 

The first-night at the Duke of York’s 
Theater enabled us to see John Hare as 
Napoleon In Mrs. Ryley’s adaptation 
from the French of Pierre Berton’s 
"The Great Conspiracy,” with the vi¬ 
vacious and quick-witted Irene Van¬ 
brugh as the wife of one of the con¬ 
spirators. and afterward as the wife of 
one of the Little Corporal’s nlde-de- 
camps. A wonderful company had 
been gathered for this play, including 
at least four actors, Aubrey Smith and 
Henry Alnley, besides Hare and Mi<* 
Vanbrugh, who are of star rank. It 
was produced, too. by Dion Bouclcault. 
the beat of all "producers’* in England. 
No money or pains had been spared on 
scenery, on costumes or on salaries for 
minor members of the company; yet 
an ungrnteful gallery did not altogether 
succeed In restraining Itself from 
"boos.” 

The trouble was that "The Great Con¬ 
spiracy” started out as fine, strong 
drama garnished with comedy, and 
ended up in mild comedy, with the dra¬ 
ma mostly evaporated. The first act 
was uncommonly good. It took place 
In an inn where the Royalist conspira¬ 
tor* hatched their plat, and ended In 
an explosion vainly intended to blow 
Napoleon into kingdom come. It was 
an explosion worth going miles to see 
and hear—a triumph of stage ingenuity. 
The inn was wrecked utterly and the 
dust and smell of gunpowder were al¬ 
most too realistic. The chief plotter 
against Napoleon was the Marquis de 
Taillemont. husband of a charming 
young wife. The Marquis was supposed 
to have been killed by hi* own bomb, 
but h'.s wife knew he was not dead. 
Napoleon came in time, also, to sus¬ 
pect that h:* arch-enemy was still allve,- 
but full.ng otherwise to extract the 
secret from the young "widow,” he 
made her many h.s aJde-de-camp. with 
whom he wi« confessedly in love. In 
Bp te of this, she saved Bonaparte’s life 
f.om a n at her of her husba nd’s plots, 
and ail cajoe out right In the end. The 
play was full of Ingenious situations 
and other manifestations of technique, 
but without much real life. 

Miss Gladys Unger, an American girl 
who has lived in London for several 
y ars, is the author of “Sheridan,” the 
f iur-act comei'y produced by Arthur 
Boor chi er at his Garrick Theater this 
week. It Is a witty, agreeable and 
fairly effective play and was so well 
received that the young author had to 
be conducted twice to the stage by Mr. 
Bourchier after the final curtain to re¬ 
spond to the demands of the audience. 
It is a pleasure to say that boo-era (or 
boors) were conspicuous by their ab¬ 
sence from their haunts in the gallery. 

Miss Unger has based h**r play on 
the historic fact of Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan’s run-away marriage. Mur 
years after his first wife’s de.ith, to the 
young daughter of the Bishop nf Win¬ 
chester. In the first act we find the 
dramatist, wit and orator bc*set by 
eredltojs, b^it us gay and happy-ga- 
lucky as if he h.idn’t a care in .h? 
world. He has arranged a marriage 
for his priggish son, Tom, with the 
fascinating and rich EsLher Ogle, but 
the girl and Tom do not take to each 
0 th«r f whereas the girl and Tool’s 


dashing father fall In love with each 
other Instantly. Jealousies, money 
troubles, a duel over a iicrape into 
which Master Tom has got himaelt 
make many a lively Incident until 
Sheridan and the Bishop’s daughtej 
elope and. dodging the sheriff's officer* 
are happily wedded in the last act 
Sober history records that the match 
dldnflt turn out so well as pictured by 
MUs Unger—but so much the wore* 
for the sober history of a genius wLo 
was not always sober. 

The Richard Brinsley Sh«rid4n ot 
Arthur Bourchier gives further tosti* 
tnony of the fact that this act^. how* 
ever unpopular and ill-advised some ol 
his off-stage proceedings may hav« 
been, i* a genuine artist. The heroin* 
of the play 1* Alexandra Carlisle, whe 
Is delightfully pretty and lively. 

Charles PYotiman’a latest presenta¬ 
tion In musical comedy is Seymour 
Hicks' "My Darling,” at the nowly- 
built and luxurious Hicks* Theater. Th* 
great merit of the piece, from the box- 
office viewpoint, is that It is exactly 
like every other Hicks musical comedy, 
and therefore con tains nothing oi 
which the Hicks public Is not absolute¬ 
ly certain to approve with ail Its might

THE BANISHMENT 

OF •‘SALOME.” 


T HE THEATER MAGAZINE foi 
March, commenting editorially 
on the banishment of Straus * 1 
opera "Salmno” from tht 
boards of the Metropolitan Oporahousa 
says: 

The case is practically without prece* 
dent. No manager of prominence has 
ever roceived a more stinging rebukt 
in the history of the New York stage* 
Strauss’ music la conceded to posses* 
tremendous power and beauty, but noj 
a voice was raised in defense of th< 
degrading libretto. It was not a mat* 
ter. as its apologists pretended. o| 
splitting hairs on the ground of im« 
morality. Salome in her transports of 
rage and gross sensuality is no less re 
spec table a person than the Saphxoy 
the Zazas, the Mrs. Warrens and othe* 
red-light heroines of the contemporary 
stage. It was not the character of Sa¬ 
lome nor her voluptuous dance of thf 
Seven Veil* which offended. It wag the 
repulsive grewMimeness, the shudderlns 
hoi ror of the woman fondling a decapl- 
ta ed head, that sickened the public 
stomach. Mr. Hermann Klein, In an 
article in this magazine, published 
lost March entitled "Is Richard Strausi 
the Evil Genius of Modern Music ? 3 
said: "Strauss’ power is colossal, and. 
knowing It. he abuses it to crush oui 
the sweetness, the fragrance, and th« 
grace from one of the divlnest of hu- 
ma i attributes. He possesses an ample 
creative gift; yet even as he creates he 
destroys. He refuses free rein to hli 
Iti5tplni*lion; what is worse, he force* 
its offspring to an abortive birth, and 
he clothes the monstrosities which re¬ 
sult therefrom In the garment* of th* 
m sehapen, the repellent and the loath¬ 
some. What Is the motive of Rtchatf 
Strauss in stooping to employ such an 
ignoble medium for the outward ex¬ 
pression of his musical consciousness! 
Had the advanced protagonist of up-to- 
date pregramme music grown so blase, 
so barren of Ideas, aftor hb cacophon¬ 
ous delineations of delirium and death. 
It.sanity and domestic squabbles, that 
a new and more stimulating source of 
inspiration became nidlrpen ’-able? Of 
was he willing merely to wallow In th« 
mire of the vulgarly sensational nnd 
drag h!s irt down with him to th* 
depths of a fresh abyss? He had al¬ 
ready debauched the modern orchestra; 
perhaps he thought It was time to do 
ns much f >r the modern music-drama. 
To the gre;u world of music-lover*, who 
find delight in the highest manifesta¬ 
tions of ihl* aru it must seem pitiable 
that a master equipped so powerfully 
as Richard Strauss should condescend

*£ Russian • Artist- Risked Death To Paint Scenes In Frozen North. <£ 


Alexander Borissoff, Who Nearly Sacrificed His Life To Give the World Truthful Pictures of the Land of Eternal Ice, Is the Son 

of a Peasant, but Has Won the Personal Patronage of the Czar. 
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< ^T| # / f AD TO Abandon His Ship and Was Marooned on 
^Jjl \ Ice Floes—Drank Blood of Seals to Quench Raging 
Thirst—Many Times^Gave Up Hope of Surviving

Brittle Glass—But He Has Brought Back Three Hundred 
Pictures of the Arctic Regions—He Will Visit America and 
Plans to go North Again.

L ONDON. March 14—Russia may 
claim to have produced two at 
least of the world’s most daring 
artists. No one will have for¬ 
gotten Vasslll Verestchagin, the fear¬ 
less painter of war. who went down 
with Makaroff’s flagship at Port Ar¬ 
thur, and now there comes to light an 
equally adventurous Russian artist who 
tells a thrilling story in pictures and 
graphic words. 

In contrast to Vereetchagln’s work In 
the heat of battle. Alexander Borissoff. 
tho new celebrity, all but sacriilced his 
life to paint the cold terror and desola¬ 
tion of nature In lands of eternal ice. 
The results of his desperate ventures 
are some three hundred unique paint¬ 
ings which he Is now exhibiting In 
London and which he will take to 
America next season. 

This artist adventurer Is of the typ¬ 
ical Russian type—-broad-shouldered 
and heavy built, his face bearded with 
fair hair, the high outstanding cheek¬ 
bones unshaven, and the eyes set back 
beneath a strong, masterful forehead 
that betokens Imagination and Intellect. 
He is Just forty-one years old. 

I persuaded Borissoff to tell me his 
story, and Lf the interest of It enn be 
transferred to paper it ought to make 
good reading 

In the village of Glubokl Ruchei— 
which means a “deep stream"—in the 
Government of Vologda, at the extreme 
end of the Russian Empire, this artist 
was bom in 1866. He was the son of 
peasant parents, but, like many an¬ 
other Russian genius, he has risen from 
the depths to the surface of Russian 
society, even to the personal patron¬ 
age of the Czar himself. 

When barely fifteen years old Boriss¬ 
off fell ill and hla parents sent him to 
the Solovetsk monastery—according to 
tho peasant custom in Northern Rus¬ 
sia. Here the boy woe attracted by 
paintings of holy images and he set 
about copying some of them. Whon, 
one day, the Grand Duke Vladimir vis¬ 
ited the monastery he warmly praised 
- the lad’s work and later showed his 
appreciation by gaining admission for 
him to the Imperial Academy of FI no 
Arts In St. Petersburg. 

"Than." said Borissoff. "the idea 
which had been so long shaping in my 
brain took hold of me. My forefathers, 
I know, used to hunt bears in Spits¬ 
bergen, and as a boy I hod read all 
about the Arctic. 1 longed to see and 
pain* the Arctic nights. While 01111 
a student—in 1896—my Impatience to 
visit Arctic regions led me to embark 
on a steamer for Munnan, which Is 
Russian territory adjoining Norway. 
From here I made my way further 
north with a hunting/party to Novya 
Zemlya, an island directly north of 
Russia. By looking at a map you will 
see that this island, of w>hiah one prob¬

Safeguarding Kingston 


One Result of Scientific Expedition Sent To Jamaica—Earthquake In the Island Less Severe Than That At ‘Frisco. 


* Paul’s, in London, is quiet and 
deserted save for one night in the 
year," said an Englishman. “That 
nlghr. is New Year's Eve. Then all the 
Scotch in London fill the place. 

"Since Doctor Johnson’s time the 
Sootch residents of London have seen 
the New Year In together In St. Paul's 
churchyard. They begin to assemble at 
9 o’clock, and soon the yard is filled 
with tom 0‘shanters. plaids, bare knai^ 
and bagpipe*.

A MERICANS are to have a hand 
In the work of making King¬ 
ston. the partly ruined capital 
of Jamaica, greater and safer. 
This Is one of the results of the sci¬ 
entific exposition, headed by Professor 
Charles Wilson Brown, the well-known 
geologist, which started for Jamaica 
as soon aftor the earthquake as plans 
could be perfected, and which has just 
returned home loaded dow*n with facts, 
figures and honors* 

Tills compliment paid to the American 
expedition Is regarded aa the climax 
of the reaction following the Swetten- 
ham outbreak. The honor w'as entirely 
uifsought by the visaing scientists. It 
was rather thrust upon them by those 
who were apparently glad of an op¬ 
portunity to secure expert opinion re¬ 
garding a difficult situation; and. be¬ 
sides, it reflected the popular sentiment 
which cond tuned Sw’ettenhhm’s act on. 

While the expedition was conduct! g 
its !nv(stlga;lon into the cause and ef¬ 
fect of the cataclysm, which was the 
most disastrous o/.e experle ced in that 
quaky region since the Seventeenth 
century, when Pont Royal was de¬ 
stroyed, the local Government solid lot 
and Olliers concerned in the d aftli g ot 
new and more Auitable highway and 
building laws In Kingston cynsulltd 
with Professor Brow'n. wno reco.i.m nl- 
t:d wider streets and Ltie adopt.on of 
stricter regulations governing bu.ullng 
materials and the style of arch tectur . 

The exp dit.on, made p rslo.v t.rough 
the generosity of fnends of the uni¬ 
versity. turned out to be a remark be 
enterprise owing to Lhe clrcumsUm e 
that It was the only qne orga. z d to 
make a scientific study of .he tre iien- 
doua upheaval. Professor Lr >wn re¬ 
ports that, owl; g to ,he *au*t> coii- 
structlo.i of many of the K.ngsto.i 
buildings, due to the tue of orlck 
foundations put together with poor 
mortar, and the further mistake of lay¬ 
ing out exceedingly narrow streets, the 


destruction q f both life and property 
by the earthquake was much severer 
than, to Judge by the intensity of the 
shock, should have occurred. The 
shock, he says, was somewhat less 
forceful limn that which upset San 
Francisco nearly a year ago. The well- 
built frame hou>- s in the capital suf¬ 
fered only a slight. Interior damage, 
such as the cracking of plaster. The 
white ants which Infest Kingston and 
some other i>aria of the island are a 
really dangerous foe to the foreign 
woods generally used for budding pur¬ 
poses, but this difficulty, the scieirtist 
believes, can be overcome by su pport- 
lng frame structures either on cement 
oi on w'ell constructed brick piers. 
Kingston, like San Francisco, has 
learned by costly experience that re¬ 
enforced concrete Is a.so a highly serv¬ 
iceable material fur foundations. 

This part which the expedition played 
in the work of reconstruction now go¬ 
ing on in Jamaica wus quite Incident¬ 
al to the main purpose of the venture, 
which was to gather material bearing 
on the origin and transit of the earth¬ 
quake. The expedition was planned 
just as 8< on os it became evident that 
the disaster was one of extraordinary 
proportions. Prof. Drown, who led the 
expedition, is a -member of the staff of 
the United .States Theological Survey, 
and In that Capacity has made a spe¬ 
cial study of earth formations in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

So far as observations of the effect 
of ihe earthquake are concerned, the 
expedition was remarkably success!uu 
The origin <4 the earthquake, however, 
remains a my*.cry. Jarnuit a lies in hii 
earthquake belt on braving about 40 
per cent, of the regions subject to 
s-ejwmlc disturbances. This particular 
belt extend* through the Mediterranean 
and Caribbean Seas and then a little 
westward tovverd the .Pacific. Another 
belt embracing sennewhat more than 
.SO per cent, of the earthquake regions 
encircles the Pacific Ocean. The few 
remaining earthquake regions are scat¬ 
tered over the rest of the w'orld Tiure 
are earthquake regions both north and 
f*.'Uth of the Panama canal zone, 
though, strange to say, the canal zone 
itself ha* br en comparatively free from 
seLsrmc trouble*. 

What makes Jamaica particularly 
liable to earthquakes, big or little, nays 
Prof. Brown, is the foot that from 
the mountain tops of the Island to the 


depths of the ocean abysses to the east, 

toward Hayti, Is one of the steepest de- 
clivitb^ on the face of the earth- In 
the course of a couple of hundred miles 
there Is a drop of about six miles. This 
decline front high land to sea l-ottom 
constitute* what is known to geologists 
as differential relief.

I ur:ng the earthquake 
which wrecked Port Royal in 1692. not 
long after the British took po»a *al<*n 
of the islund, a portion cf the ’o.\n.

aea. similar depress on, though less 
extensive, took place at Port Royal 
during the recent earthquake. The 
casemates of the British shore batteries 
were brought dow~n to the water’s eJge 
rendering them useless As a result of 
this land drop, cocoanut trees that 
formerly graced green fields are now* to 
be seen forlornly waving their plumes 
over tho water a hundred yard* off¬ 
shore. 

The high altitude of Kingston, which 
stahds on Liguinea Plain, fortunately 
tend* to make It somewhat earthquake 
proof. Professor Brown reports that 
the greatest disturbance at Kingston 
was off Fhore or along the shore Uno. 
The plain served to disperse the s 4m- 
mlc waves, and consequently the low¬ 
lands felt the effects in a longitudinal 
direction. Some smalt fissures were 
found along the harbor front of the 
capital. However, high altitudes are 
not always safety resorts, for the bar¬ 
racks formerly occupied by tho British 
troops at Newcastle. 4.000 feet up in 
the hills, suffered considerable damage, 
and landslide*, ejected from the hill 
slopes, played havoc with the famous 
road running from Kingston to New¬ 
castle.

In the morning the Samoyede 
startled us all by shouting that he 
could smell the smoke of a “Chnum"— 
a Samoyede hut made of reindeer skiix 
True enough—for. scanning the coast 
with our glasses, we could see the hut. 
We fell on our krkecs and thanked our 
God and then shouted and waved In 
hope of attracting the 'natives' atten¬ 
tion. They answered us and we could 
see five of them hastening down to 
the coast with a little boat. U seemed 
an age to us while they were making 
for our rescue and suddenly a fog drift¬ 
ed in and cut off our view of land. In 
dead silence w*e w'aited and prayed 
while the Ice bore us slowly along. At 
last a voice in the mt«t! They had 
reached our floating loo! We were 
saved! 

"After two weeks spent In the hos¬ 
pitable camp of our rescuers we pro¬ 
ceeded to our house near the Matotoh- 
kln Shar for the remainder of the win¬ 
ter.

All the shaped straps for outlining 
oval, round or pointed yoke* are edged 
with ruffling, and many very dressy 
effects are thus obtained. For Instance, 
on a white wash frock Af plain linen 
the heart-shaped yoke was made of 
all-over embroidery simulating an Eng¬ 
lish eyelet pattern. This was outlined 
by a shaped strap of plain linen, edged 
with embroidery to match the all-over 
work. 

Vests are outlined with plaiting* 
turned in, and fever* show the same 
finish, with the plaiting turned out. 

A word as to laundering these flat 
plaitings. Before sending any garments 
trimmed with flat ruffles or plaitings to 
the wash, you must go over it care¬ 
fully and baste the plaitings into 
shape, one row of basting at the edge 

and a second row about the mlddls 
of the ruffle or plaiting. Tills is ths 
only sure way of having the plaited 
effect remain Intact. Without the bast, 
ing, the laundress will either Iron out 
the ruffles straight or attempt to crimp

Why eggs at Easter? Inasmuch ns we 
luve been surfeited with ecus and fish 
for forty days, why not gbe us a rent 
from them and a change of dirt now that 
Lent Is over and done with (thank good¬ 
ness?) for tho year? t foresee that your 
Easter talk will be of eggs! fgp*! eggral 
when a fair majority of your reader* 
would be glad not to see another for 
six months to come Why not discourse 
Instead of the Juiciness and savory 
strum of roAst beef and the tender 
sweetness of spring lamb? 

Ot course. 1 knew this protest will 
be of no use. Whatever we, the mal¬ 
contents. may feel, think and say—and 
write— the Christian world will go egg- 
mad on Easter Sunday, and every 
breakfast table display eggs In soma 
disguise or unadorned on Easter Mon¬ 
day. 

Yet, why eggs at Easter—I repeat 
with agonized emphasis—more than on 
July 1th. or on Whitsunday or on 
Shrove Tuesday?

“Madeline/* “supposed” seriously in 
my hearing the other day, “that 
everybody eats eggs at blaster be¬ 
cause the hens ell over the country 
begin to lay just then, and eggs are 
cheep after being so high all win¬ 
ter.” 

J was reminded—although 1 kept 
the remiimcence to myself—of a 
man who once remarked to me, 
“liow lucky it is that Lent is ap¬ 
pointed at a season when fish is 
plenty and cheap. But, of course, 
the fellows who set the time—who¬ 
ever they may be—stand in with the 
fish merchants and muke a good 
thing out of it I” 

He was more or less of a fool, 
but Madeline haa brains, and knows 
bow to put her thoughts into words. 

Before entering upon the busi¬ 
ness of setting our Easter feast in 
order, let us reason together for a 
few minutes as to the significance 
of the Easter egg. 

DOWN FROM ANTIQUITY 

A noted scholar observes, in con¬ 
nection with the custom among tho 
members of the Greek and Roman 
Catholic Churches of exchanging 
gifts of eggs on Easter morning: 
“Tho practice of presenting eggs to 
our friends at Easter is Magian, or 
Persian/* It is, then, of more re¬ 
mote antiquity than is generally 
supposed. Whatever it may have 
meant in the far Orient, we find the 
Jews' adopting the Paschal egg as 
the emblem of the renewed creation 
of the world in the spring. The 
P:u»over Feast fell at the same time 
as what the Christian Church 
cutis tlie first Easter. The word 
“llaster/* which-occurs in tho Book 
of Acts in King James' version 
(twelfth chapter, fourth verse), is 
“rassover” in the Revised Version. 
The Paschal (Passover) egg of tho 
lld.rew became the symbol to tho 
<;.rly Christina of the Resurrection 
of the crucified Christ. Wo, who 
nd»»pt the custom of dyeing Easter 
cyg**. seldom bethink ourselves of tho 
fact that the primitive Christians 
U*cd but one color in their Easter 
day offerings and that red, in al¬ 
lusion to the lifeblood shed on tho 
cross as “m ransom for many ” 

It was an age of types and sym¬ 
bols. We, living in the clearer light 


of revealed and established religion, 
retain sonic of these, and employ 
them as illustrations of belief rather 
than guides to devotion. 

Even tho staid burghers of our 
Dutch ancestry, staunchly stubborn 
in Protestantism, clung to an ob¬ 
servance repudiated by their New 
England brethren aa “Popish.” 
Washiugton Irving tells ub that in 
the reign of godly Peter Stuyvesant 
there was “a grer.t cracking of eggs 
at Paas, or Easter.” “Paas” was an 
evident perversion of “Pasch” or 
“Paschal.” 

I have unswered “Madeline" at 
greater length than some readers 
may think expedient, and, it may be, 
more seriously than she expected. 
The subject is interesting to devout 
believers in what the crimsoned egg 
represents, mid curious to those who 
like to trace the origin of faiiha and 
usages we are prono to take for 
granted. 

SYMBOLS OF RESURRECTION 

To the ancient Greeks the butter¬ 
fly was an emblem of the immortal 
soul 6priuaring fhto new and more 
beautiful life from the dead chrys¬ 
alis. The Christians deduced tlie 
glorious fact of the resurrection of 
all the blessed dead from the rising 
of their Lord. They saw in tho 
broken shell of tike egg the symbol 
of what they incorporated into their 
Creed: “I believe in the resurrec¬ 
tion of the body/* 

Of tbis we have a more eloquent 
and a fuller promise in the return 
of the flj>w<T9 after the apparent 
death of* winter. Every blade and 
bud and blossom has its message of 
cheer to the waiting heart. “There 
is no death/* 

A “Schoolgirl” asks: 

“Why do we make so much of 
rabbits at Easter? The shop-win¬ 
dows are full of them, and they 
show up on Easter cards.” 

Divers reasons are given for tho 
conspicuous part tak*n by Bunny in 
our great festival. One is that ho 
bounds gayly to the front, made 
over as good as new by much sleep 
underground. According to a Ger¬ 
man story, the mission of providing 
Easter eggs for poor children who**e 
parents could not buy them was 
committed to compassionate rabbits, 
who. at that season alone, laid egg9 
of varied hues by the nestful in the 
fields. Hence the custom that still 
prevails in some districts of hunting 
eggs in the meadows and woods on 
Easter morning. 

May 1 add a word of practical 
“application” to my Easter sermon? 
A sermon must have sn application, 
you know. 

We hear much of “Faster offer¬ 
ings.** If ever our herrts should be 
moved to thankfulness to the dear 
Father of us all, and to love of our 
fcllnw-men who are—with m—llis 
children, it is at tins season of 
^wakening to now life, Wu look 
upon a fresh and lovely world— 
the same we have known and loved 
so long, vet renewed into beauty 
that is never old nor tome. Spring is 
tho time of promise and of hope. 
Let us rejoice and be glad in it. In 
token of this glad gratitude, lot 
your Easter offering be for those 
to whom life is less bright tlinn it 
is to you.

THAW IS SANE 


Has Conducted Defense In 
Rational Manner. 


Attorney Submits Defend¬ 
ant’s Letters To Court. 


Mrs. William Thaw Resents 
“Misrepresentations. ” 


AFFIDAVITS FROM EXPERTS. 


New York. March 23.—The attorneys 
for Harry K. Thaw to-dny filed answer 
to the suggestion made by Districit At¬ 
torney Jerome to Justice Fitzgerald 
that. Thaw 1 * mentally Incapable of 
understanding the nature of the pro¬ 
ceedings against him, and Is a subject 
for a commission tn lunacy' rather than 
for a Jury which holds only the power 
of liberty or death. Suppleynemtlng 
their own unanimous opinion that 
Thaw does understand the nature of 
the proceedings against him, and dally 
advisee Intelligently with his counsel, 
the lawyers have filed affidavits from 
the medical experts employed by the 
defense and a further affidavit by Mrs. 
William Thaw, the mother of the de¬ 
fendant Mrs. Thaw, however, does 
not address herself to the question im¬ 
mediately at Issue. She takes advan¬ 
tage of che opportunity, she declares, 
to state that In the direct Mne of de¬ 
scent for four generations there lias 
been no taint of insanity or epilepsy 
In the prisoner's family. ,9he resents 
the "mailclous mlerepreacnitaiMon and 

gross exaggeration" on the subject.

Thaw’s Letters and Notes. 


Tho principal affidavit made In 
Thaw's behalf Is nlgned by De!phin M. 
Delmas, hds leading counsel. Mr. Del- 
mas attaches do his personal statement 
a score or more of letters and notes 
he has received from Thaw during the 
progress of the trial. These witlings 
of the defendant, Mr. Delmas declare**, 
clearly indicate his grasp of the pro¬ 
ceedings and have contained from rime 
to time valuable suggestions as ro the 

course of the defense. Many of Thaw's 
* 

nates to Mr. Delmas were addressed to 

the attorney In court, this method of 
% ‘ 

communication being made necessary 
by the fact that the attorney, with the 
beginning of the Introduction of testi¬ 
mony, left his place at Thaw's counsel 
table and moved to a 'hcMer vasitoge 
print Inside the railing, where the 
District Attorney and his assistants 
had taken up rhr.lr position. 

The affidavits which Thaw's counsel 
hope will Week Mr. Jerome's move for 
a lunacy commission were file! with 
the Clerk cf ,the Supreme Court this 
afternoon nnd were turned over by 
him to Justice Fitzgerald, who will nh- 
nounce his decision probably on Wed¬ 
nesday morning next, when the Thaw 
Jury haa bem ordered to report again. 
Justice Fltrgerald will Indicate tlm fa** 
to the opposing counsel on Monday If 
ho desires a further hearing cn the 
subject of a commission. Whether or 
not a commission will bo appointed 
rests solely with Justice Fitzgerald, 
whose conscience was appealed to by 

the District Atternoy.

Mr .Delmas* Affidavit. 

Mr. Delmas. In h!s affidavit, says: 

"Tho professional relations which T 
have held w)lh the defending since the 
beginning of the trial until th? present 
time, the many interviews I have had 
with him during that period, the many 
communications I have rent to him and 
received from him. coupled with my 
experience at the bar, enable me to 
form an opinion of tho capacity of 
Harry K. Thaw' as regards his under¬ 
standing of the proceedings against 
him and power to make hi 3 defense. 

"And I do, upon my oath, solemnly 
state that during all the time of his 
trial, Harry K. Thaw has been, and Is, 
capable of undemanding the nature 
and object of the proceedings against 
him; cf comprehending his own condl- 
tlpn In reference to euch proceedings 
and of conducting his defense In a ra¬ 
tional manner, and that during the 
whole of ;ho trial ho has understcoJ tho 
nature and object of such prore:ding 3 , 
has comprehended his own condition in 
reference theroto. nnd has conducted 
his defense in a rational manner." 

The chlof exhibit cltod by Mr. Delmas 
Is the note from Thaw appointing him 
chief counsel thc % socond day of tho de¬ 
fense. It wiU bo remombored the first 
day of Thaw's dofonno was decidedly 
disastrous to hla caeo. Mr. Delmas de¬ 
clared that Thaw wroto to him as fol¬ 
lows: 

"Dear Mr. Dolmas: On tho flth of this 
month, at tho request of my then 
senior counsel with nil other coun¬ 
sel concurring and on my own motion. 
I appointed you my chief counsel to con¬ 
duct and manage the present trial be¬ 
fore Justice .Fitzgerald, in accordance 
with your^own views and plans, giving 
you full authority In the matter. I 
wish to-day to reiterate and confirm 
everything that was then done In these 
pr* >«c« and to tell you that no one 
b . you any right or any authority 
to ma j any agreement or stipulation 
1 r or.* «nner relating to the conduct 
o # the trial * *o take any unauthor¬ 
ized st ■> c'n. Very sincerely

In one of his letters to Mr. De4mas, 
Thaw enclosed five pages of questions 
which he declared Anthony Comstock 
might anwwer as to Thaw's work with 
him. Thaw also refers to a letter in 
the possession of one of his counsel, 
Mr. Gleason, which he says orig.nated 
either July 6 or 7 "while I frtiil may 
have been frenzied." . 

HIchard Worthington, of Baltimore. 
Thaw declared, could prove the date 
of the letter. Thaw also desired Pres¬ 
ident Patton, of Princeton Theological 
Seminary,* to be eallyd as a witness 
with regard to letters Thaw' had writ¬ 
ten to him.

The physicians also re¬ 
late at great length many incidents 
of the trial and many of the dally con¬ 
versations they have had with Thaw.

If we include that of the defend¬ 
ant hlmsrif, there Is no trace of cither 
ejdlejxsy or insanity. 






Case of Josiah Copley, Jr. 




Continuing, Mrs. Thaw says with re¬ 
gard to the alleged Insanity of Josiah 
Copley, Jr., a brother of Mrs. William 
Thaw, that he had a most brllllnmt 
mind and was’classduy orator at Am¬ 
herst College. "His oration," says Mrs. 
Thaw, "Impressed the faculty aa so 
profound In Its erudition that they In¬ 
judiciously decided not to limit him as 
toltljne with tke ronult that its close 
was Immediately followed by an at¬ 
tack of brain fever, which shattered 
for a time his nervous system." 

Josiah. Jr., was discharged after sev¬ 
en months, qan listed In the Civil War, 
was a prisoner In Libby Prison, and, 
according to the affidavit, "is now In 
vigorous health and sound mind at 
three-score years and ten." The affi¬ 
davit continues: 

"The other case of derangement is 
the one brutally referred to by medical 
•xperts for the prosecution as being 
‘Imbecile from his birth.’ On the con¬ 
trary. Henry W. Copley, imcle of the 
defendant, was until six y<*rs of age. 
In perfect physical ami mental condi¬ 
tion. In the dusk of a summer evening 
two boys tresjwiaslng on our place, dis¬ 
guised with horrible masks. + pursued 
him until he fell with a scream of ter¬ 
ror In my mother’s arms. I was but 
two years older, yet the scene is im¬ 
printed on my memory. Ever after, as 
the country practitioner. Dr. Deemar. 
has testified, he was of feeble Intellect 
and incapable of engaging In business 
or any steady employment, yet so de¬ 
al r4us was he of serving his country 
that he enlisted near the end of the 
war, although under age. He lived, as 
Dr. Deemor ha«f tesitied, to be nearly 
forty years of age. 

"Let me say. once for all, there Is 
ho secret to be guarded or family skele¬ 
ton to be hidden on either side of the 
family of the d efendant." _ 

PROFESSIONAL BONDSMEN. 

fFrom Broadway Magazine for February] 

In the trail of the police court lawyer 
as a matter of necessity comes the pro¬ 
fessional bondsmen. One of these with 
two lawyers and a magistrate composed 
the famous Pickle Trust. A largo batch 
of women would be gathered In by the 
police solely for the sake of plunder. 
These women hate detention for even an 
hour. By the payment of 15 each to the 
station house bondsman, who divided hlj 
fees with the police, they would be re¬ 
leased at once to appear In court the next 
day. 

Tliere the Pickle Trust got hold of them. 
The* magistrate would hold up hfci hands 
In horror over the spectacle before him. 
He would declare that he Would dean 
the streets and moke them respectable. 
Ho would put the women under bonds 
for good behavior. 

The law gives him the right to detain 
them until he la satisfied with a bonds¬ 
man. He would look them up and then 
their satellite* would scurry around for a 
bondsman. One after another would be 
produoed, and all rejected. Finally the 
mysterious tip would be passed around 
that a certain man must bo hired. His f«e 
was 10 per dent of the bond, $20 for a 
bond, and so on. 

Most of the women would be put under 
$5ou bonds. If there wero twenty of them 
the Trust would have Sl.lKM to divide- 
pretty g<x>d picking for a morning’s wora. 
One of the magistrates was a member «.f 
limit, trust, and although exposure has 
checked Its work. It is still in existence 
In a oovert form. 


Jeffersonville Citizens Want 
City Cleaned Up. 


THE TREASURY EMPTY—TRASH 

breei>s Disease germs. 


BLINDED BY DUST PEOPLE COM¬ 
PLAIN AGAINST CONDITIONS. 


IMMEDIATE RELIEF WANTED. 


With a treasury practically depleted 
on account of tlio many salaries that 
have to be paid under tho acts of 1905, 
the sanitary condition of Jeffersonville 
has becomo alarming because no funds 
are In sight to bo used In cleaning tho 
city. Conditions have reached such a 
point that Dr. W. M. Varble, secre¬ 
tary of the County Hoard of Health, 
was appealed to yesterday and naked 
If he could not assert his authority” 
In ordering something done. He said 
he was not familiar enough with the 
law to give an immediate answer, but 
would give the question his earliest 
consideration. It is asserted that the 
City Hoard of Health makes no effort 
to change conditions, and unless some¬ 
thing is done the people of tho city 
are in danger of an epidemic of typhoid 
fever. 

As the people walked the streets yes¬ 
terday afternoon, blinded by dust, 
there were many expressions heard 
against the present state of affairs. 
Suggestions were repeatedly heard of 
calling a mass-meeting of the people 
to see If something could not be ac¬ 
complished through that channel. No 
attempt is made to deny that tho 
streets of Jeffersonville are in the most 
unsanitary condition ever known. 
Spring street, the main business thor¬ 
oughfare, which is paved with vitri¬ 
fied brick and has granitoid sidewalks, 
is a mass of trash that is disease¬ 
breeding. Other streets are worse. 

The gutters are full of filth and 
many of the alleys are nauseating to 
look at. Back yards teem with dirt 
that has accumulated during tho win¬ 
ter, and Is full of disease germs. The 
garbogo service is bad, and there are 
localities where the wagons do not go 
for weeks. Some of the residence 
streets are covered with a substance 
that Is mud when It rains and is dust 
when It is dry. Strangers who drop 
into the city never fall to note the 
conditions and comment on thorn. It 
Is not Infrequent to hear the remark 
made by visitors that they would hate 
to live in the place. 

Formerly Jeffersonville had a Street 
Committee of the City Council that 
looked after tho thoroughfares through 
a Btreet commissioner, and tho sani¬ 
tary condition was fairly good. Un¬ 
der the much despised cities and towns 
law enacted In 1905 tho City Council 
has practically no powers. IT he Board 
of Public Works does everything from 
keeping the fioods from Inundating the 
city to looking after tho fire depart¬ 
ment, and that body is all-powerful. 
It does practically everything but to 
look after the finances and the poliefe. 
The throe members of tho board re¬ 
ceive 11.000 per year each for their 
services, and It is asserted this amount 
would help some to clean tho streets. 
The board does the nest It can. but 
with nothing to do with it is power¬ 
less. 


No Money For Inquest. 

A refusal has been made by George 
W. Badger, Clerk of the Clark Circuit 
Court, at Jeffersonville, to certify to 
George B. Parks. Auditor of Clark 
county, the fees and costs of those who 
held a lunacy Inquest on Mrs. Sullle 
Belle Dean, at the poor asylum near 
Charlestown on FVlday. Until this Is 
done neither Magistrate James H. Weir 
and Dr. Wayne Crum, of Bellersburg. 
and Dr. Claud C. Crum and Dr. David 
Cohen, of Jeffersonville, who held the 
Inquest, can be paid anything. Dr. Co¬ 
hen asked for his money yesterday, but 
wo# told he could not get it. 

I The ground for refusing to certify the 
fees and costs wu* that the Inquest was 
not only unnecessary, but Illegal, from 
the fact that the statutes plainly Indi¬ 
cate that not more than one inquest cao 
be held on a person In six months after 
they have once been declared Inrane, 
which was the case with Mrs. Dean. Her 
home is In Washington township, and 
on February 5. 1907, Magistrate J. E. 
English. Dr. Robert Taggart and Dr. 
P. u Adair held an Inquest on her anrl 
declared her insane, she was brought 
to Jeffersonville and placed in Jail, but 
was rejected at the Central Hospital 
for the Insane. February 11. on the 
ground that she was feeblf-mlnded. 
There being no place to keep her, she 
was sen* to the poor farm a short time 
ago. 

Trusty Prisoner Departs. 

William Lane, colored, whose home is 
In Louisville, walked away from the 
Clark county Jail In Jeffersonville last 
evening, leaving behind him 800 days of 
an unserved sentence on a convlbtlon 
to the charge of assault and battery 
with intent to kill, Severn! months ago 
Lane shot Mamie Miner In Jeffersonville 
through Jealousy, and It wn« thought 
Impossible for her to recover.

The use of the legend, "In God We 
Trust," on some of the coins of tho 
United States grew out of a tetter written 
by a Maryland farmer to Salmon P 
Chase When he was Secretary of the 
Treasury. Tho letter was written In No¬ 
vember, 1961, tho writer urging lhat wo 
should, as a Christian people, make some 
recognition of the Dlety on our com*. Mr. 
Chnso referred the letter to Director Pol¬ 
lock, of the mint, who approved the sug- 
pejttoa, and prot**ee<l one of the legends. 
"Our Oourttry, Our God," or "God Our 
Trust.” Mr. Chase then referred the mat¬ 
ter to Congress, and again In 1S62 and in 
U63 he urged that the matter be acted 
on. Finally, on April 22, 1864. Cqngrtsn 
authorized the coinage of a 2-coSt bronze 
piece, and on It was stamped tho legend 
"In God We Trust." Instead of E. Pluri- 
bus Unum." Subsequently, on March 3, 
Ififift, tho Director of tho Mint, with tho 
approval of the Secretary of tho Treio- 
ury, woe au/th<vrt*ed to place the legend 
on all gold and sliver coins susceptible 
pf ®ha* addition thereafter Co b« ls*u#-1. 
The legend Is taken from the following 
Uno In "The Star SpangWl Banner. * 
"Amt this be our motto: In God 1* our 
trust.’

FUNNY THINGS 


Big League Leaders Act 
Queerly During Exoit- 
ing Games. 


HOW GREAT STARS PERFORM. 


Lajole Is Cool, Connie Muck Only 
Smiles, While Fielder Jones, 
of Chicago, Hotfoots. 


GRI F FIT H DOES ROAD WORK. 


EW of the fans who sit In tha 
grand stand and bleachers and ea- 
joy a ball pime during a hot sum¬ 
mer afternoon realise how the 
manager who alts on the bench feels and 
arts. It's great to be tho manager of a 
winning team, but It** hard to imagine 
anything worso than tho leader of & tail- 
end aggregation. 

If you happen to bo the managor of 
a team that wins the pennont tho fans 
will Insist that you're one of tho wisest 
guys In tho business, that you under¬ 
stand how to handle & bunch of players, 
that It was your inside work that landed 
the rag, and that In general you're the 
whole explosion. On tho other hand. If 
you happen to be piloting the cellar 
champions you will be told time and time 
again that you're a lobster and should 
bo digging ditches, that your place is tho 
tall bushes and tho greon gross, that you 
couldn't win a pennant If your teem was 
made up of Lajolcs and. Wagners. 

Tho men who sit on the bench and 
guide the destinies of tho big league 
teams earn all the money they are pull¬ 
ing down. The manager has to direct the 
play, take the abuse resulting from all 
the mistakes made by the players, ex¬ 
plain every defeat, and do all the worry¬ 
ing for the entire bunch. Every man¬ 
agor has his peculiarities, his supersti¬ 
tions and his hobbies. It's really Inter¬ 
esting to watch how tho various loaders 
of the American und National Longue 
teams act during tho progress of the 
game. It Is generally possible to tell Just 
how tha game Is gulag by watching the 
expressions and notions of the moguls. 

Take Fielder Jones, of the White Box. 
for Instance, the winner of the American 
League pennant and world's champion¬ 
ship. During a game Jones Is all the time 
serious. He sees nothing funny. While 
In the outfield ho paces around In center 
field llko a caged lion. The umpires In¬ 
sist that Jones has a path worn on every 
grounds from center field to the plate, 
due to his coming In to dispute all close 
decisions. Any time a pitcher looks os If 
he was about to go up Jonoe is on tho 
spot offering his advice. He remains on 
the bench very little during the game. 

In direct contrast to Fielder Jones Is 
Connie Mack, of the Athletics, the win¬ 
ner of the American League pennant In 
1306. Mack directs tlwi pday from the 
bench, and Is always attired In street 
clothes, He surely soys anyth fag. and 
•then only in tho ordinary tones. He is 
tho "fox" of the business, (Mack has an 


break against btro Ids face seems twice 
as long as usual, and that’s going some 
far Mack. He is a good loser, however, 
and takes defeat as gracefully as he does 
victory. 

Clark o GrtlftEh wears out more shoo* 
during the season than ah the other nuig- 
nabfts put together, for he covers all kinds 
of ground. Griffith seldom la on the 
benoh. He la generally doing stunts on 
the ooeiddng lines, and nrver lets an op¬ 
portunity go by to ques ti on & decision If 
he thinks there is something to be gained. 
Griffith Is of an unusually nervous tem¬ 
perament, and every year he is scheduled 
for a nervous oVHapse. Last year port 
had it that Griffith subsisted an olive oil 
and raw eggs during the last month of 
the raca ^ 

Manager ModoSky. of tho St Louis 
Cardin*!». who. by the way, has gaJnrd 
much fame this year by Issuing a signed 
statement that lie didn't expect to win 
the pennant Is one of the peculiar char¬ 
acters of tlie diamond. It has been Me- 
Ckmky’a misfortune to manage more tail- 
end teams than any otiier man In the 
gtwmr. Perhaps there was a method In 
his madness when he announced that he 
didn't expect to win. Madoeky delights 
In cussing, and ft’* a greejt treat to listen 
to the conversation he holds with him- 
sfAt. He has a habit of moving from one 
end of the benoh to the other when an 
opposing team starts to pile up a bundh 
of runs. Thus It can be e.istly seen how 
Mtodoaky leads tho league in wearing out 
trouser*. 

In order to tell the scare of a game in 
which the St. Loud* Browns are playing 
one has only to tuke a "pdpe" at Jimmy 
M’oAleer's hat and the position of his 
feet. If Che Brawns are in the lead the 
hat Is tipped a trifle to the rear and the 
legs crossed tn a <xmehxw foslducv When 
the Browns ore up against it or in tha 
rear McAleer always has h4* hat wefl to 
the front, and *r>mecim<w has his face 
burled in his hands ns If in deed study.

T HIRTY-SIX broken and twisted 
bones in one hand te the secret 
disclosed in the life of James Mc¬ 
Guire. says a special from At¬ 
lanta. Mr. Nye. official photographer 
and examiner of prisoners for the United 
State* Government at the Federal prison 
here, presented the veteran catcher with 
an X-ray picture of his right An. What 
McGuire thought was a trifling accident 
twenty-four hours ago developed into 
something very much more substantial in 
tho way of pain, and it will be more than 
weeks before the grand old man of 


the game can play baseball again. A 
swiftly-thrown ball struck him on the heel 
ok his right hand during practice. Tho 
old man felt a deadening pain for awhile, 
but thought nothing more of It until he 
awoko to find his entire arm stiff and 
sore, A dootor was oallod, and ho diag¬ 
nosed the trouble os displaced ligaments. 
He thought It serious. To ascertain tho 
exact nature of the trouble, Mr. Mc¬ 
Guire was taken out to the Fodoral prison 
and there was photographed Just tho 
some as if he had been a noted criminal. 
Th* X-rny was turned on his right arm 
and wrist, but it was found that no bones

TURF GOSSIP 
FROM SPRINGS 


Many Things Happen To 
Discourage Racegoers 
At Oaklawn. 


CONSTABLES ARE AMUSING. 


Efforts To Stop Bookmaking At the 
Track Cause Merriment Among 
the Regulars. 


MANY FORM REVERSALS SHOWN 


H OT SPRINGS. Ark., March 23.— 
[Special.]—Events have followed 
close upon each other In the turf 
situation at Oaklawn In the past 
week. Everything has happened to dis¬ 
courage the betting public. From sudden 
form reversals, continued raids has made 
the sport not as clean as It would h&vo 
been under different conditions. All of 
this because a local political fight Is on. 
and unfortunately the Oaklawn race truck 
had to be made the target, it was an 
amusing thing to watch an "nrtny," of 
deputized men from the backwoods of 
Arkajvas, with 45-cnl!bcr revolvers 
strapped around their waists, parading 
up and down the betting ring, threatening 
arrest to anyone who offered or accepted 
a wagor on a race. 

This Is what occurred last Tuesday, 
when Constable Golden, of Hale town¬ 
ship. adjacent to Hot Spring*, was railed 
to service by members of the Citizens' 
Improvement Union, which organization 
has been fighting the Oaklawn Interests 
for the past year. Golden Is a young man 
and religiously Inclined. The Rev. Amis. 


who la head and front of the reform ele¬ 
ment, Informed the Constable that the 
.State laws were being violated, and It 
was his duty to have them enforced when 
called upon. 

Constable Golden thought that it was 
within his jurisdiction to serve any war¬ 
rants given over to him. but he did not 
realize that entrance to the track would be 
made by force and under threats to shoot. 
The Constable who headed the deputized 
men did not have a revolver, hut several 
In his party were armed, and when Ray 
Gill, who has charge of the police at the 
plant, refused Ahem admittance, pistols 
were drawn Gill submitted and the dep¬ 
uties rushed Into the betting ring, and 
their presence created a panic. 

It has since developed that the depu¬ 
ties hud no legal right to force an en¬ 
trance Into Oaklawn. and Dan A. fltu- 
art will bring action against the parties 
who were responsible for the unnecessary 
panic. 

P. T. Chinn, who now owns Snvable, 
the once great thoroughbred which won 
the Futurity some years ago, and was a 
regular "bewcatcher" around the Chicago 
tracks, has hopes of rounding him to form 
again. It was Mr. Chinn’s intentions at 
first to put Savable In the stud, but his 
legs became so strong In the pas: six 
months aid showed signs of wanting to 
run again that he thought he would give 
the once famed horse a chance to appear 
in public and demonstrate his speed quall- 
tl‘ > ». Chinn Is not disappointed and will 
take Savable East with him this summer, 
and enter him *ln a number of the im¬ 
portant events. 

Several horses here have shown such 
sudden reversal of form recently that tjie 
public Is beginning to ask questions. One 
day those horses are made 1 to 2 chances 
and are beaten nearly n quartiw of a 
mile by much Inferior horses. Other times 
when 2 and 6 to 1 are quoted ogaJnst them 
tlieso t«Aine horses uppeur to romp In. 
And at no time has there been an Inves¬ 
tigation ordered. Horsemen aiy that ther • 
must be something wrong with the horse 
What It Is they do not say 

Leo Wagner, of 8t. Lo-uls, who Is con¬ 
sidered one of the shrewdrs; bookmakers 
In the West, nnd who makes the prices 
at Oaklawn. hns a better memory for the 
different pedigrees of thoroughbreds than 
any other man in the country. He has 
made a study for the past fifteen years 
and has a library of tin* ’’horse tree” 
which contairg books and pamphlets fnm 
all parts of the world. No horseman 
rattle off from memory the various pedi¬ 
grees os fast and ms accurately as Wag¬ 
ner.

And It 
was Also an cnoouruging sight to see the 
Wr.rk of Joe Stanley, Sehan and Wright 
and to know that they are on the ray 
roll. 

If the Obmvls can only strike the stride 
they picked up at the beginning of the 
la<*t season, then keep it, there Is no 
dnmbt about Hie final results. The Louis- I 
viK* team came near to establishing a , 
world’s record at the beginning of the 
hist season for games won without a 
single defeat. Then their flag wus low¬ 
ered one day. nnd eventually they ar¬ 
rived a* the soapy chute and took a trip. 

It Is to bo hoped the-y will carry along 
a good supply of sand this trip and spread 
It on the track If they feel themselves 
slipping. The Louisville fans are good 
rooters and will support a team heart 
and soul that gives any si]jTu» of remain¬ 
ing in th© firm division. This Is one otty 
at least where the people do not demand 
the pennant before a game is played. 
They can’t all win the ihig. and the funs 
here realize It. But they do wunt to 
see a team that will keen Interest alive 
and not be weloome elsewhere simply In?- 
ottiw It means victory for the other side. 
Let It be hoped that the Colonels will ac¬ 
cumulate for themselves a good running 
start, und ones away in* front, at least 
keep away from where It will lx* a. des¬ 
perate fight to keep from finishing at the 
bot tom.

It looks ns though the management 
of the Ijoulsvllle Baseball Club can at 
least be given a friendly tip If it is 
out of order and not relished to offer 
advice of give good counsel. All of which 
means that attention might well be 
called to a certain young man not a 
thousand pounds larger than a shrimp 
who pl&ys baseball around third base 
and answers to the name of Kipp. 

Here Is the proposition; Woodruff was 
slated to play third for Louisville and 
W<x»druff 1 h practically beyond consider¬ 
ation as he nos a thriving business In 
Clnelnnatf and does not really want to 
return to the game nnd has declared 
he will not do so unless more sheckels 
are put In his pay envelope. It Is not 
known If the Louisville management Is 
considering the novel scheme of hav¬ 
ing Larry Quinlan play third and short 
at the same time to save expenses and 
show Just what a territory coverer Lar¬ 
ry Is. The supposition is reasonable, 
though, that the Intention Is to use a 
third baseman. Taking this as an hypo¬ 
thesis. the question then arises: why 
not sign Kipp and at least give him a 
thorough trial? 

Those who have seen this youngster 
work out at Eclipse Park will vouch for 
the fact that he has shown every sign 
of a real ball player and no evidence of 
weakness.

Clark Griffith has written a brief sketch 
of his own baseball career, which reads: 

"My first season In fast cbmpony-at 
least my first professional engagement — 
was with the Bloomington R*d* of the 
Interstate League. This was In the spring 
of 1887. 

”1 started out as a "pupil of Charley 
Radboumv. who. by the way. was the 
greatest twirier of the days gone by on 
record. Radbourne was then In his palmy 
days, and what he didn’t know about the 
game wasn’t In the books. Well. I workej 
with Radboume a season, nnd then I left 
tho Bloomington team to take a tryout 
with Milwaukee I staved three season* 
with Milwaukee—1888. 18*9 and 1890. Eight¬ 
een hundred and ninety was the yeer the 
big war broke out between the National 
league and the American Association, 
and \ Jumped over to Comlskey’s Si. Louis 
Browns Chris Von der Ahe then owned 
the Browns, and we had a team for true. 
They finished second in the race that 
year, but l»efore the s^ison was out I 
went to Boston and the American Ass*k 
clatlon. We had the good luck to finish 
first, so I started out Jn fast company 
with a pennant winner. 

“In 1892 things didn't break os smooth¬ 
ly. so I feigned up. with Oakland. In the 
California League, and took a trip to the 
coast. In 1898 I came back to Chicago 1 
was then In the National league, and It 
was here I first played under Anson. 
Old Pop was a great ball player In his 
day. and one of the greatest managers 
the game ever knew. He Is out now—out 
for good—but his name will last and be 
remembered when others are forgotten. 
He was as honest as the day. and 1 
never knew him to turn a trick that 
wasn’t right. Old Pop whs a hitter, too. 
The way that fellow lined up against a 
high ball was n sin. and l ve seen him 
smash ’em time and again all over the 
lot; Just os long n« they kept em around 
hts neck It whs all off. He was better 
when two strikes had beeh called on him 
than any other time. 

"Whv, I’ve seen him walk to the plate 
and let the first two balls come right 
across the center and never move. Line 
this one out. Pop ’ wo would tell him. 
But unless It came where he wanted It 
Pop wouldn’t move his hat. and that s 
where he made a great hitter of himself. 
He waited until he got one where he 
wanted It. and then—good-by.■ Anson 
Plaved his last game In 1897 wUh ChI ' 
eugo The next season he managed the 
Giants for a month nr sobut was let out 
and retired. He was forty-six y<*ars old 
then, and decided to quit fOT * I50 S-' i- 

"Well. I left the Chicago Nationals 
when the war between the National and 
American leagues came up and went over 
to the other side. I signed with (Sjcago 
again, but I was with Comiskey In the 
American l>eague ranks. Then I became 
manager and pitcher for the Highland-

EDITOR COMING TO CARNEGIE 
INSTITUTE INAUGURAL. 


EXPECTS TO SEE PRESIDENT. 


London, March 23 —W. T. Stead, the 
Engllnh editor, will soil on the gbaarner 
OarcnJo, on Merdi 26 for New York to 
attend live Inauguration of the Car¬ 
negie Ineiltute at Pittsburg. April II. 
and the National Arbitration and Pea:e 
Oongrea* at NVw York, Aiprll 1<I. 

Mr. Stead iwailly made a tour erf 
the capita la of Buxope tn the Intorejrf 
erf bringing up the question of national 
disarmament at The Hague peace con¬ 
ference, and during hie atay In Ameri¬ 
ca expeaU to see Preeklwit Roooovelt 
and other prarniLnem men and to as¬ 
certain theta* views regarding the ques¬ 
tion. 

In an interview to-day Mr. Stead ex- 
preeaed the hope that America would 
further the principle whioh he declare* 
an American delegate brought before 
The Hague convention erf 1M9. Mr. 
Stead referred to a recommendation 
which wa« unanimously adopted, made 
by the late F. W. llolls. who propoeed 
that when two powers have a dispute 
which they are unable to adjust by the 
ordinary means of diplomacy that they 
call In mediators who would be allowed 
thirty days In which to endeavor to 
avert war. 

As to disarmament, Mr. Stead said 
he did not expect anything more than 
an educational result from the discus¬ 
sion of this question a*t the coming con¬ 
vention.
